Public  service  of  the  mails 

For  178  years  Congress  provided  specific  and  precise  encouragement 
and  assistance  for  the  national  distribution  and  wide  dissemination 
of  newspapers  and  magazines.  Historically,  Congress  has  provided  these 
publications  with  the  benefits  of  favorable  rates  in  the  use  of  the  U.S. 
mail.  Since  1792,  the  low  postal  rates  which  have  been  set  by  Congress 
for  distribution  of  printed  publications  througn  the  mails  have  been 
recognized  as  justified  by  the  educational  funcoon  and  contribution 
to  the  self-governing  aspect  of  citizenship  provided  by  those  publi¬ 
cations. 

In  the  last  two  years  since  Congress  passed  the  Postal  Reorganization 
.\ct  of  1970,  managers  of  the  U.S.  Postal  Service  have  pursued  the 
philosophy  that  this  fonnerly-recognized  public  service  should  be 
ignored  and  that  each  classification  of  mail  should  be  made  to  pay 
its  ow'n  way  according  to  a  cost  allocation  formula.  As  a  result,  news- 
paj)ers  and  magazines  that  are  distributed  through  second-class  now 
face  an  increase  of  127%  in  their  rates  over  the  next  five  years  unless 
(Congress  does  something  about  it. 

With  S.  37.")8  introduced  by  Senator  Gaylord  Nelson  of  Wisconsin, 
Congress  now  has  an  opportunity  to  restate  the  public  service  prin¬ 
ciples  which  guided  the  postal  service  heretofore  under  congressional 
direction  for  the  benefit  of  the  people.  The  free  flow  of  ideas  and 
information  is  threatened  to  be  stifled  if  Congress  does  not  act. 
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Lottery  news  and  ads 

A  majority  of  the  people  in  seven  states  have  voted  to  establish  a 
public  lottery.  But  Federal  lottery  laws  restrict  the  right  of  these 
voters  to  be  informed  through  advertising  and  news  coverage  of  the 
fund-raising  device  they  have  approved. 

The  Michigan  lottery  will  be  launched  late  this  year.  Other  states 
already  conducting  them  are  New  Hampshire,  New  Jersey,  New  York, 
Connecticut,  Massachusetts  and  Pennsylvania.  It  is  likely  that  the 
lottery  program  will  spread  to  other  states. 

The  House  Judiciary  .Subcommittee  has  approved  Bill  H.  R.  2374 
which  would  amend  the  U.S.  Code  to  exempt  state-organized  and 
conducted  lotteries  from  the  federal  lottery  laws  to  permit  advertising 
and  unlimited  news  coverage,  but  the  full  committee  has  not  cleareil 
the  bill  for  floor  action.  Why  not?  The  framers  of  the  lottery  laws  did 
not  contemplate  there  would  be  voter-approved  and  state-operated 
lotteries.  It  is  an  anachronism  that  a  federal  law  should  restrict  the 
flow  of  infonnation  to  voters  about  an  issue  on  which  they  have  ex¬ 
pressed  their  approval  at  the  j)olls. 

Guild  endorsement 

Not  all  have  been  heard  from,  but  a  lot  of  Guildsmen  around  the 
country  have  protested  the  endorsement  of  Sen.  McGovern  during 
the  Democratic  Convention  by  the  Guild  president  and  International 
Executive  Board.  Some  Guildsmen  have  taken  paid  ads  to  state  their 
position.  Others  call  for  a  national  referendum  to  rescind  the  action. 
Since  some  |)oliticians  have  already  made  capital  of  the  endorsement 
to  support  their  unsubstantiated  charges  of  bias  in  reporting,  it  is  a 
question  whether  a  reversal  of  the  lEB  action  will  undo  the  damage 
already  done  by  its  unprecedented  act.

If  Jack  Anderson  was  given  the  Pulitzer 
prize  because  of  his  ability  to  write  a  co¬ 
herent  sentence  or  manifest  the  slightest 
trace  of  literary  style  then  the  prize  was  a 
mistake. 

But  Anderson,  in  his  stolid  Utah  Mormon 
School  of  Journalism  style,  did  us  cynics 
a  service  by  again  proving  for  the  millionth 
time  that  the  Nixon-Johnson  administra¬ 
tions  were  not  about  to  forge  upon  the 
smithy  of  their  soul  the  uncreated  con¬ 
science  of  the  United  States. 

The  Pentagon  Papers  were  nothing  new. 
They  just  proved  that  the  government  knew 
what  it  was  doing  in  our  Holy  War  in  Asia 
but  was  reluctant  to  share  this  honor  with 
the  taxpayers. 

When  I  was  a  working  newspaperman  the 
governmental  bureaucrat  and  elected  of¬ 
ficial  was  regarded  in  the  same  light  as 
the  child  molester  and  thug  who  robbed 
Clark  Gas  stations.

WOMEN’S  PAGES 

I  am  amazed  that  Dr.  Robert  Murphy, 
director  of  the  University  of  Kentucky’s 
school  of  communications,  received  no  sup¬ 
port  for  his  suggestion  that  women’s  page- 
type  segregation  of  subject  matter  is  ar¬ 
chaic,  as  stated  by  your  (July  15)  article 
concerning  the  women’s  page  seminar  at 
his  school. 

The  article,  by  Sandra  Kelly,  suggested 
that  many  women’s  pages,  changed  in  for¬ 
mat  to  features  pages,  have  gone  too  far, 
and  thus  are  “directed  at  no  one  in  par¬ 
ticular.” 

The  suggested  answer  to  this  situation 
was  “producing  a  women’s  section  that 
reaches  its  public’s  interests  and  changing 
lifestyles  and  still  retains  its  ‘people-ori¬ 
ented’  coverage.” 
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This  suggestion  is  actually  a  contradic¬ 
tion,  since  it  makes  little  sense  to  produce 
“people-oriented”  articles  for  a  section  that 
is  clearly  directed  to  one  readership  seg¬ 
ment.  It  is  the  same  attitude  that  makes 
most  women  avoid  the  sports  section  or 
the  average  worker  avoid  the  business  page, 
even  though  these  sections  may  contain 
articles  of  general  readership  interest. 

The  revolution  in  the  lifestyle  and  status 
of  women  is  not  best  served  in  the  news¬ 
paper  medium  by  lumping  such  material 
on  one  page.  This  is,  after  all,  relegating 
that  material  to  one  readership  segment 
and  therefore  one  role,  and  breaking  down 
established  and  outmoded  roles  is  what 
Lib — Women’s,  Men’s  or  otherwise — is  all 
about. 

Stories  on  the  women’s  revolution  should 
land  logically  in  a  general  features  section 
because  of  its  great  impact  on  the  general 
style  of  contemporary  living.  Men’s  lib 
articles  belong  there,  too. 

But  stories  on  the  average  salaries  of 
women  being  significantly  lower  than  those 
of  men  shouldn’t  automatically  be  relegated 
to  a  women’s  page,  when  they  more  ap¬ 
propriately  may  belong  on  the  business 
page.  The  same  attitude  should  apply  to 
features  on  women  sports  figures. 

The  answer  to  the  problem  of  upgrading 
the  material  of  special  interest  to  women 
is  not  to  segregate  it  into  one  section,  and 
therefore  predirect  the  eyes  of  women 
readers.  Instead,  women  should  be  en¬ 
couraged  that  the  entire  paper  is  for  them, 
not  just  what  their  husbands  cast  aside.  At 
the  same  time,  men  will  have  material 
placed  before  them  that  they  never  before 
realized  they  might  like  to  read.

NEW  WRITING  COURSE 

I  have  just  completed  reading  “Editors 
criticize  J -schools’  curricula  at  symposium.” 
I  was  somewhat  irritated  at  one  particular 
point. 

The  particular  point  was;  “The  educators 
admitted  the  course  (freshman  English) 
has  become  almost  exclusively  literature 
oriented.  .  .  .”  This  was  in  response  to  a 
complaint  that  Journalism  students  on  the 
whole  have  a  poor  command  of  the  English 
language. 

At  the  University  of  Tulsa,  the  Depart¬ 
ment  of  Communications,  which  houses 
Journalism,  learned  that  it  would  have  to 
take  steps  to  insure  its  students  of  full  ex¬ 
posure  to  the  language,  without  relying  on 
other  departments.  We  here  do  not  accept 
the  indictment  handed  down  by  the  SNPA 
seminar. 

The  department  has  instituted  a  new 
course.  Writing  for  the  Mass  Media.  It  is 
a  prerequisite  for  all  students  in  print  or 
broadcast  journalism.  Our  students  must 
complete  this  course  with  satisfactory 
marks  or  they  cannot  proceed  through  the 
journalism  curriculum.  The  course’s  pur¬ 
pose  is  to  brand  the  students  with  this  re¬ 
alization;  “In  the  beginning  is  the  sentence. 
Its  elements  are  complete,  and  the  words 
are  spelled  correctly.” 

The  course  will  have  a  student  mortality 
rate  of  about  40  percent  during  the  sum¬ 
mer  term  of  this  year. 

Although  some  of  your  SNP,\  seminar 
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panelists  may  find  it  surprising,  our  stu¬ 
dents  understand  voice,  mood,  case,  proper 
use  of  figures  of  speech,  and  other  subtle¬ 
ties  of  the  language.  They  also  know  that 
a  sentence  has  a  subject  and  verb,  and 
they  recognize  a  dictionary  when  they  see 
one — that  is,  any  dictionary  other  than 
Merriam-Webster’s  Third  International.

Jlork  Simc0 
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Guild’s  chairman  chastises 
critics  of  political  stance 


James  F.  Woods,  chairman  of  the 
Newspaper  Guild,  chastised  this  week 
those  members  who  are  joining  in  the 
chorus  of  criticism  of  the  union’s  leaders 
for  endorsing  the  candidacy  of  Senator 
George  S.  McGovern  for  the  Presidency. 

“It  is  an  insult  to  suggest  that  any 
reporter’s  objectivity  or  honesty  is  com¬ 
promised  by  the  endorsement,’’  declared 
Woods,  state  editor  of  the  St.  Louis  Post- 
Dispatch.  “Those  who  take  up  this  cry  are 
doing  a  disservice  to  the  profession.” 

The  titular  leader  of  the  Guild  defended 
the  action  taken  by  Charles  A.  Perlik  Jr., 
salaries  president,  under  the  authority 
voted  by  the  recent  national  convention  of 
the  union.  (E&P,  July  22).  On  a  confer¬ 
ence  telephone  call,  he  said,  14  of  the  15 
members  of  the  International  Executive 
Board  agreed  to  announce  the  Guild’s  sup¬ 
port  for  the  Democratic  Party’s  nominee. 
One  Canadian  member  abstained. 

Newsmen  had  major  voice 

The  preponderance  of  (9  to  5)  of  those 
participating  in  the  vote.  Woods  pointed 
out,  work  on  the  news  side  of  the  busi¬ 
ness.  He  listed  them  as  follows:  two  re¬ 
porters,  two  photographers,  a  travel  writ¬ 
er,  a  financial  writer,  a  copy  editor,  an 
assistant  city  editor,  a  state  editor,  a  cir¬ 
culation  supervisor,  an  advertising  sales¬ 
man,  and  two  Guild  officers  who  come 
from  the  business  office. 

News  writers.  Woods  noted,  constitute  a 
minority  of  the  union  membership. 

Woods  recalled  the  discussion  at  the 
Guild  convention  (E&P,  July  8)  in  San 
Juan  which  led  him,  as  the  presiding 
officer,  to  understand  that  it  was  “a  defin¬ 
ite  sentiment”  that  the  union’s  officers 
(lEB)  should  endorse  the  Democratic 
nominee,  “unless  it  turned  out  to  be 
George  Wallace.” 

“At  the  time,”  Woods  said  in  a  tele¬ 
phone  conversation  with  E&P,  “there  ap- 
peai’ed  to  be  little  doubt  that  McGovern 
would  be  nominated  but  the  delegates  left 
it  open.  They  rejected  a  resolution  flatly 
calling  for  endorsement  of  McGovern,  on 
the  belief  that  the  Democrats  could  have 
come  up  with  someone  else  and  “that 
would  have  left  egg  on  our  faces.”  Then 
they  adopted  a  resolution  instructing  the 
lEB  to  endorse  a  candidate  ‘after  the 
conventions.’  The  vote  was  220  to  114. 

“There  was  no  question  that  the  Guild 
would  endorse  Nixon,  so  the  lEB  didn’t 
wait  for  the  Republican  convention.” 

Editorial  hits  ‘inepP  action 

The  Post-Dispatch,  in  an  editorial, 
called  it  “a  singularly  inept  and  unfortu¬ 


nate  action”  and  criticized  the  Guild  for 
breaking  its  40-year  tradition  of  neutrali¬ 
ty  in  presidential  elections.  The  editorial 
asserted  that  Administration  officials 
would  capitalize  on  the  Guild  endorsement 
of  McGovern,  offering  it  as  evidence  that 
the  press  is  biased  against  Nixon. 

“Such  a  charge  would  be  untrue,”  said 
the  editorial,  “for  the  Guild  has  little  if 
any  influence  on  the  professional  per¬ 
formance  of  its  members.  But  it  will  be  a 
nuisance  to  Mr.  McGovern  and  an  unnec¬ 
essary  burden  on  the  men  and  women 
reporting  the  campaign.  The  Guild  ought 
to  have  had  better  sense  than  to  impose 
these  on  both  its  preferred  candidate  and 
its  members.” 

Guild  leader’s  reply 

Two  days  later  the  Post-Dispatch  pub¬ 
lished  a  letter  from  Woods.  He  wrote,  as 
follows: 

“Your  editorial  condemning  the  News¬ 
paper  Guild  for  endorsing  Senator 
McGovern  was  amazing,  mainly  because  it 
accepted  a  prevalent  fear  syndrome — a 
rare  fault  in  the  Post-Dispatch.  You  don’t 
quarrel  with  the  candidate  but  fear  what 
Nixon,  Agnew  et  al  may  say  about  the 
endorsement  and  the  honesty  of  reporters. 

“If  the  news  media  would  spend  more 
time  and  effort  in  fighting  Agnew  or  at 
least  ignoring  him  the  country  would  be 
better  off.  He’ll  charge  it  regardless  of 
what  the  Guild  does. 

“It  is  an  insult  to  any  reporter  to  ques¬ 
tion  his  fairness  and  objectivity  because 
an  organization  of  which  he  is  a  member 
takes  a  specific  action.  The  old  chestnut, 
used  in  the  formative  years  of  the  Guild, 
that  a  reporter  would  be  suspect  if  he 
belonged  to  a  union  was  laid  to  rest  long 
ago.  This  new  one  should  be  interred  with 
it.  Reporters  actually  are  a  minority  in 
the  Guild. 

“This  election  is  of  great  importance  to 
working  people  and  all  citizens  should 
take  a  role  .  .  .  While  the  AFL-CIO  lead¬ 
ers  generally  opposed  the  McGovern  nomi¬ 
nation,  at  least  one  segment  supports  him. 

Control  rests  with  employer 

“If  a  reporter’s  efforts  were  to  be  con¬ 
trolled  it  would  be  by  his  employer,  not 
the  Guild.  Why  then  is  it  proper  for  a 
newspaper  to  endorse  a  candidate  without 
its  reporters  being  suspect  but  improper 
for  the  Guild? 

“In  the  Guild’s  constitution  its  purposes 
include  ‘to  guarantee,  as  far  as  it  is  able, 
constant  honesty  in  news,  editorial,  adver¬ 
tising  and  business  practices,  to  raise  the 
standards  of  journalism  and  ethics  of  the 


industry.’  We  believe  that  and  adhere  to 
it.” 

Newspaper  editorials  generally  conced¬ 
ed  that  the  Guild  had  a  right  to  endorse 
candidates,  as  other  labor  unions  do,  but 
pointed  to  the  danger  that  such  action 
shakes  the  reader’s  trust  in  news  report¬ 
ing. 

At  the  same  time  thei’e  was  a  ground- 
swell  of  objection  to  the  Guild  leaders’ 
political  action  from  the  rank  and  file, 
mainly  members  in  the  newsrooms. 

Woods  remarked  that  the  tumult  ap¬ 
peared  to  be  centered  in  Washington. 
Leaders  of  the  Washington-Baltimore 
Guild,  which  has  2,300  members,  have 
opposed  the  International  Officers  and 
their  policies  for  some  time. 

Charles  Hughes,  an  AFL-CIO  public 
relations  staff  member  who  is  president  of 
the  Washington  local,  said  its  executive 
board  had  taken  sharp  issue  with  Perlik’s 
premature  announcement.  In  a  statement 
the  board  declared  Perlik  had  no  right, 
under  the  action  taken  at  the  Guild  con¬ 
vention  to  announce  an  endorsement  until 
after  the  Republican  Convention. 

“Perlik’s  action,”  the  board  stated,  “binds 
no  member  of  the  Washington-Baltimore 
Newspaper  Guild  and  commits  none  of  its 
resources  to  any  candidacy.” 

In  the  Washington  Star-Daily  News  of 
July  26  an  ad  stated  that  the  signers  (re¬ 
porters,  editors,  photographers,  librarians, 
advertising  sales  people  and  other  Guild 
members)  believed  the  endorsement  “un¬ 
der  cut  public  trust  in  our  credibility, 
earned  by  the  conscientious  strivings  of 
generations  of  hard  working  newsmen  and 
newswomen.” 

The  signers  included  81  Star-News 
staffers,  two  from  the  Washington  Post 
and  one  each  from  the  Chicago  Sun-Times 
and  Reuters. 

The  Star-News  said  editorially,  “We 
view  the  episode  as  a  temporary  aberra¬ 
tion  rather  than  a  reflection  of  the  true 
position  of  the  Guild’s  33,000  members.” 

Action  denounced  in  ad 

A  $1200  ad  in  the  Washington  Post 
(July  23),  signed  by  nearly  300  Washing¬ 
ton-based  reporters  and  editors,  mostly 
Guild  members,  announced  they  “hereby 
disavow  and  public  disassociate  ourselves 
from  the  endorsement  by  the  Newspaper 
Guild  (AFL-CIO)  of  any  candidate  for 
any  office  at  any  time  or  place  .  .  . 

“We  in  the  news  buiness  have  an  obli¬ 
gation  to  inform  the  public.  The  fulfill¬ 
ment  of  this  obligation  depends  on 
maintaining  credibility  with  the  public. 

“The  Guild  has  no  business  interjecting 
its  members  into  a  partisan  political  role. 
Its  efforts  to  do  so  demean  us  as  profes¬ 
sionals  whose  hallmark  is  fairness.  It  ties 
us  to  a  political  decision  we  personally 
may  or  may  not  favor.” 

The  ad  was  arranged  by  Haynes  John¬ 
son  and  J.  Y.  Smith  of  the  Post,  whose

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Conciliatory  note 
in  Agnew’s  talk 
to  press  group 

Vice  President  Spiro  T.  Agnew,  virtual¬ 
ly  assured  of  renomination  as  President 
Nixon’s  running  mate  at  the  Republican 
convention  next  month,  indicated  in  a 
speech  to  a  newspaper  group  (July  22) 
that  he  would  be  willing  to  let  bygones  be 
bygones  in  the  conflict  between  govern¬ 
ment  and  press  which  was  inflamed  by  his 
own  rhetoric  in  the  past  three  years. 

“The  substance  of  my  remarks,’’  he  told 
a  joint  convention  of  the  National  News¬ 
paper  Association  and  the  Oregon  News¬ 
paper  Publishers  Association  at  Portland, 
“is  that  we  all,  whether  government 
official  or  editor,  might  do  well  to  forego 
harangue  and  cliche  in  favor  of  discussion 
based  on  reason  and  public  interest.” 

Both  the  government  official  and  the 
editor,  he  declared,  has  responsibilities — 
and  fallibilities  as  well,  and  each  must 
never  forget  that  under  the  American 
system  of  government  every  right  and 
power  has  its  countervailing  right  and 
power. 

Responsible  surveillance 

.\gnew  conceded  that  the  government 
official’s  right  and  power  to  administer  the 
office  is  and  should  be  subject  to  the  re¬ 
sponsible  surveillance  of  an  independent 
press.  The  public  interest,  he  said,  is  en¬ 
hanced  by  such  journalism. 

“In  similar  fashion,”  he  went  on,  “the 
people’s  right  to  know  is  not  threatened 
by  government  policy  implemented  on  be¬ 
half  of  a  demonstrated  national  interest 
involving  all  the  people’s  rights,  any  more 
than  it  is  threatened  by  the  countervailing 
right-of-privacy  of  individuals  which  is 
basic  to  every  American;  or  by  the  right 
of  a  fair  trial,  including  secret  grand  jury 
hearings. 

“In  each  of  these  cases,  we  recognize 
that  one  right  if  offset  by  the  paramount 
importance  of  another  right  in  affecting 
our  society  and  its  values.  We  must  never 
forget  that  the  preservation  and  advance¬ 
ment  of  these  values  is  our  proper  con¬ 
cern. 

“Toward  this  end,  the  time  is  long  over¬ 
due  in  considering  our  rights,  duties  and 
responsibilities,  for  government  officials 
and  newspapermen  alike  to  begin  thinking 
in  terms  of  Twentieth  Century  realities 
rather  than  bygone  conflicts  between  state 
and  press.” 

Longtime  disagreement 

Agnew  prefaced  these  remarks  with  a 
note  that  he  was  not  alluding  to  the  rela¬ 
tionship  between  the  press  and  the  Nixon 
Administration,  specifically.  He  reminded 
the  audience  that  the  basic  disagreement 
ran  through  the  history  of  the  govern¬ 
ment. 

“Unfortunately,”  he  remarked,  “efforts 
to  discuss  the  issues  involved  in  this  rela¬ 
tionship  too  often  lend  toward  cliche  and 
reflex  response  rather  than  reason  and 
thoughtful  communication.  In  this  regard, 
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the  record  shows  that  hyper-sensitivity  to 
criticism  is  in  abundant  supply  on  both 
sides.” 

Throughout  history,  he  said,  there  have 
been  elements  of  the  press  which  have 
placed  their  own  interests  ahead  of  the 
public  interest — just  as  there  have  been 
candidates  and  officials  who  have  done  the 
same. 

Praises  “grass  roots”  press 

The  Vice  President  praised  the  “grass 
roots”  press,  repi-esented  at  the  meeting, 
and  said  it  gave  the  answer  to  those  who 
argue  that  the  printed  word  is  going  out- 
of-style  as  a  medium  for  communicating 
news  information. 

He  observed  that  attention  has  been 
focussed  on  the  tragic  demise  of  central 
city  dailies — the  latest  being  the  Wash¬ 
ington  Daily  News — while  the  print  new's 
media  in  other  areas  remain  vital  and 
growing. 

The  Vice  President’s  sharpest  criticism 
of  the  news  media  was  voiced  in  two 
speeches  at  Des  Moines  and  Montgomery 
late  in  1969  and  early  in  1970.  The  core  of 
his  charges  was  that  the  press  was  bi¬ 
ased,  unfair  and  hostile  to  the  Nixon  Ad¬ 
ministration  and  recreant  in  its  duty  to 
give  the  public  both  sides  of  controversial 
issues.  The  burden  of  the  media’s  response 
was  that  Agnew  was  trying  to  intimidate 
the  press  (particularly  the  broadcast 
media),  stifle  dissent  and  destroy  press 
freedoms. 

By  the  end  of  1970  there  was  evidence 
that  the  Vice  President  wanted  to  “cool 
it”  with  the  news  media.  He  told  the 
Associated  Press  Managing  Editors  in 
Honolulu  that  he  was  not  a  chronic 
whiner  about  all  news  media  and  said  he 
regarded  America’s  press  as  the  best  and 
the  strongest  in  the  world. 

His  “highest  hope”  in  daring  to  speak 
his  mind  about  the  press,  he  said,  was  “to 
get  the  industry  to  appraise  itselt  critical¬ 
ly”  and  he  believed  it  was  doing  that.

staffers  led  in  number  of  signatures.  Oth¬ 
er  signers  included  employes  of  the  Asso¬ 
ciated  Press,  United  Press  International, 
Baltimore  Sun,  New  York  Times,  Wash¬ 
ington  Star-News,  and  other  Washington 
bureaus  and  news  services. 

Before  the  ad  appeared,  some  200  re¬ 
porters  and  editors  of  Washington’s  two 
daily  papers  had  signed  petitions  to  dis¬ 
associate  themselves  from  the  endorse¬ 
ment. 

Nicholas  von  Hoffman’s  syndicated  com¬ 
mentary  in  the  Washington  Post  (July 
24)  termed  the  endorsement  “a  silly 
deed.”  His  name  was  among  those  on  the 
ad.  The  commentary  column  as  run  by  the 
Boston  Globe  July  25  was  headed,  “News¬ 
paper  Guild  betrays  us.” 

‘Passions  are  deep* 

Ben  H.  Bagdikian,  assistant  managing 
editor  and  ombudsman  of  the  Washington 
Post,  in  a  July  24  commentary  noted:  “It’s 
ironic  that  the  AFL-CIO  refused  to  en¬ 


dorse  a  presidential  candidate  for  the  first 
time  in  its  history  the  same  week  that  the 
Newspaper  Guild,  thought  of  as  the  re¬ 
porters’  union,  did  endorse  a  candidate 
(George  McGovern)  for  the  first  time  in 
its  history  .  .  . 

Noting  the  ad  in  the  Post,  Bagdikian 
observed:  “Passions  in  the  dispute  are 
deep.  There  is  even  talk  of  taking  action 
under  Guild  rules  to  hold  a  membership 
referendum  to  rescind  the  endorsement, 
which  w'ould  take  a  vote  by  11  locals 
representing  at  least  5  percent  of  national 
membership  .  .  . 

“The  chief  argument  against  the  endorse¬ 
ment  is  that  it  makes  reporters  vulner¬ 
able  to  additional  attack  for  alleged  bias. 
It  has  already  been  seized  by  enemies  of 
the  press  and  used  in  precisely  that  way. 
Barry  Goldwater  did  it  in  a  speech  July 
19  .  .  .” 

Bagdikian  suggested  it  is  “hard  to  see 
any  definite  gain  for  the  Guild  or  report¬ 
ers  or  even  McGovern”  and  said:  “Most 
publishers  of  newspapers  are  going  to 
endorse  Nixon  (80  percent  of  endorsing 
publishers  in  1968  did  and  85  percent 
when  Mr.  Nixon  ran  in  1960.  These  are 
the  men  who  pay  the  reporter  his  salary, 
decide  on  his  promotions  and  make  or 
break  his  career.  If  it’s  believed  that  the 
union  chieftains  can  tilt  the  reporter  one 
way,  it  is  as  logical  to  suppose  that  the 
reporter’s  concern  for  his  own  career  wdll 
tilt  him  his  publisher’s  way.” 

Call  to  rescind  action 

San  Diego  Guild  voted  to  ask  the  lEB 
to  rescind  the  endorsement  and  “to  apolo¬ 
gize  publicly  for  its  venture  into  partisan 
politics.” 

Similar  expression  of  dissent  with  the 
lEB  came  from  members  at  the  Minne¬ 
apolis  Star  and  Minneapolis  Tribune. 

It  was  reported  that  200  Guild  members 
at  the  New  York  Daily  News  signed  a 
petition  demanding  the  endorsement  be 
rescinded  since  it  “was  in  conflict”  with 
the  Guild’s  traditional  neutral  stand  on 
candidates. 

Sigma  Delta  Chi’s  Washington  chapter 
executive  board,  in  a  statement  signed  by 
its  president,  Samuel  F.  Yette,  declared: 
“The  right  of  any  individual  in  the  work¬ 
ing  press  to  adopt  whatever  private  politi¬ 
cal  sympathies  he  chooses  does  not  extend 
to  the  public  exhibition  of  those  view’s  by 
groups  or  persons  who  have  chosen  as  a 
profession  the  unbiased  communication  of 
ideas  and  events.” 

A  Baltimore  Sun  editorial  sided  with 
the  view  that  the  endorsement  “could  ap¬ 
pear  to  compromise  the  objectivity  of 
news  reporting.” 

Perlik  commented  on  the  rash  of  criti¬ 
cism  : 

“We  will  be  delighted  to  defend  the 
faix’ness  and  objectivity  of  the  people  who 
convey  the  news  of  the  country  and  the 
world  to  the  public  against  anything  Bar¬ 
ry  Goldwater  can  say  against  them.” 

President  Nixon’s  campaign  director, 
Clark  MacGregor,  was  quoted  in  a  UPI 
report  as  stating  that  the  action  of  Guild 
members  in  “disavowing”  the  endorsement 
“deserves  the  acclaim  and  applause  of 
every  American  citizen  who  relies  on 
newspapers  as  a  source  of  information  on 
the  important  issues  of  our  day.”

G53  newspaper  people,  including  pub¬ 
lishers,  editors,  printers  and  managers  at¬ 
tended  a  joint  convention  of  the  National 
Newspaper  Association  and  the  Oregon 
Newspaper  Publishers  Association  last 
w’eekend  in  Portland,  Ore. 

The  meeting  was  the  87th  for  NNA  and 
the  85th  for  the  Oregon  group. 

1972-73  officers  elected  by  the  NNA 
members  included  Jim  M.  Cornwell,  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  Murray  (Utah)  Eagle,  pres¬ 
ident;  Walter  V.  McKinney,  executive  edi¬ 
tor,  Hillsboro  (Ore.)  Argus,  vicepres¬ 
ident;  Richard  Campbell,  publisher  of  the 
Jensen  Beach  (Fla.)  SuJi,  secretary- 
treasurer. 

James  F.  Cooper,  Taylorville  (Ill.) 
Breeze-Courier,  described  for  the  conven¬ 
tion  how  his  family-owned  newspaper,  av¬ 
eraging  12  i)agcs  a  day,  took  about  a  year 
to  switch  from  hot  type  and  letterpress  to 
a  cold  type,  offset  system,  using  five  IBM 
Sclectiic  typewriters.  Datatype  scanners, 
Hendrix  terminals  and  two  Compugraphic 
9000’s  to  produce  a  newspaper  on  a  Goss 
Community  press. 

He  said  nearly  every  one  of  the  paper’s 
25  employes  was  being  instructed  in  the 
new  equipment  and  methods.  The  new 
processes  had  resulted  in  “breaking  just 
about  every  record  in  the  shop — linage, 
circulation,  time,  you  name  it,’’  he  said, 
“and  they  are  paying  for  themselves, 
too.” 

Iinprovemont  ideas 

Tom  Anderson,  (ilobe  (Ariz.)  Record, 
suggested  that  to  publish  a  prize-winning 
newsi)aper  the  fiist  step  was  to  take  a 
look  at  personnel,  equipment  and  sup¬ 
pliers,  and  then  evaluate,  deciding  which 
need  to  be  improved  first. 

Bill  Sniffing,  a  young  editor  of  the  Lan¬ 
der  (Wyo.)  State  Journal,  serving  a  coun¬ 
ty  150  miles  across  and  with  a  population 
of  7,100,  .said  the  paper  has  been  accen¬ 
ting  photojournalism. 

“We  run  lots  and  lots  of  pictures,  and 
we  run  them  big,”  Sniffin  said.  “We  had  a 
journalism  instructor  and  20  local  people 
come  in  to  teach  eight  of  our  people  how 
to  handle  cameras.” 

Bill  Rogers,  Suainsboro  (Ga.)  Forest 
Blade,  said  the  secret  of  his  paper’s  suc¬ 
cess  was  in  staffing  with  homegrown  peo¬ 
ple  and  paying  them  well. 

Gordon  Glover,  I)c7iville  (N.J.)  Citizen, 
described  the  operation  of  his  8,- 
500- weekly  published  in  the  suburbs  40 
miles  fiom  New  York  City.  He  said  the 
six-column  front  page  carried  one  story 
from  each  of  the  six  communities  served 
by  his  paper.  He  added  color  (green)  to 
the  flag  of  a  new  Sunday  edition  to 
maintain  identity  after  researching  area 
newsstands  and  determining  that  green 
was  the  color  least  used. 

Tom  Stratton,  Albany  (Ore.)  Democrat- 
Herald,  said  that  pregnancy  and  mar¬ 
riage,  not  necessarily  in  that  order,  were 
the  scourge  of  his  17-member  composing 


room  staff,  all  female  and  all  young.  His 
newspaper  is  printed  on  a  Goss  Urbanite. 

The  Albany  Democrat-Herald,  a  daily 
with  an  18,500  circulation,  was  presented 
the  Charles  A.  Sprague  Award  of  Excel¬ 
lence. 

The  Elmo  Smith  Award  of  Excellence 
went  to  the  semi-weekly  Hillsboro  Argus 
and  the  w'eekly  Independetice  Enterprise- 
Herald  for  their  first  place  entries. 

Second  place  winners  for  the  general 
excellence  awards  of  the  Oregon  associa¬ 
tion  were  the  Eugenie  Register-Guard,  the 
Dallas  Itemizer-Observer  and  Nyssa  Gate 
City  Journal.

Great  Bend  Tribune 
joins  Morris  group 

The  Great  Bend  (Kans.)  Tribune,  a 
12,500-circulation,  96-year-old  daily  news¬ 
paper,  was  sold  July  19  to  the  Morris 
Newspaper  Corporation  of  Savannah,  Ga. 

Ownership  of  the  Great  Bend  Tribune 
passed  from  a  corporation  in  which  the 
conti-olling  interest  was  held  by  the  Kan¬ 
sas  City  Star  Co.  The  purchase  was  for 
cash  and  the  price  was  not  disclosed. 

“No  staff  changes  are  planned  and 
there  will  be  a  continuing  policy  of  local 
news  coverage  of  Great  Bend  and  its  sur¬ 
rounding  territory,”  Morris  said. 

Paul  V.  Miner,  president  of  the  Star, 
explained  that  the  sale  did  not  involve  the 
GoldeJi  Transcript,  a  daily  newspaper 
published  at  Golden,  Colo.,  which  is  a 
suburb  of  Denver. 

He  said  Ben  H.  Emerson,  publisher  and 
general  manager  of  the  Great  Bend 
Tribune  for  23  years,  has  a  minority  in¬ 
terest  with  the  Star  in  the  Colorado  oper¬ 
ation  and  will  continue  that  association. 

Emerson’s  son,  Jerry,  is  editor  and  gen¬ 
eral  manager  of  the  Transcript. 

Ben  Emerson  will  not  be  a  part  of  the 
new  ownership  of  the  Tribune,  but  will 
remain  in  Great  Bend  for  an  indefinite 
period  to  assist  with  the  transition  to  the 
new  ownership. 

The  purchase  brings  to  nine  the  number 
of  newspapers  owned  and  operated  by  the 
Georgia-based  group,  headed  by  Charles 
H.  Morris  as  president. 

In  the  Morris  group  are  the  Statesboro 
(Ga.)  Herald;  the  DeLand  Sioi  News,  the 
Key  West  Citizen,  the  Deltona  Enterprise 
and  the  New  Smyrna  Beach  News,  all  of 
Florida;  the  Murfreesboro  Daily  Netvs 
Joumud  and  the  Rutherford  Courier,  both 
in  Tennessee;  and  the  Manteca  (Calif.) 
Bulletin.

A  still-unknown  telephone  caller  who 
claimed  he  wanted  to  help  tried  two  weeks 
ago  to  tell  George  McGovern’s  campaign 
strategists  about  the  psychiatric  history 
of  his  running-mate  but  was  dismissed  as 
a  crackpot. 

Instead,  it  was  not  until  a  team  of 
reporters  from  Knight  Newspapers 
sought  an  explanation  of  Thomas  Ea- 
gleton’s  hospitalization  and  therapy  that 
the  McGovern  forces  learned  of  Ea- 
gleton’s  medical  background. 

Torn  and  undecided,  Eagleton  himself 
had  anguished  over  whether  to  tell 
McGovern  of  his  past  problems.  McGovern 
had  asked  him  in  Miami  Beach  whether 
Eagleton  had  “any  problem  in  the  past” 
that  he  thought  was  significant. 

Eagleton  said  no. 

Privately,  Eagleton  had  told  his  wife 
that  he  expected  to  be  questioned  about 
his  psychiatric  treatment  and  said  he  was 
prepared  to  answer.  Yet  he  could  not 
bring  himself  to  tell  McGovern  until 
Knight  Newspapers’  reporters  Robert 
Boyd  and  Clark  Hoyt  went  to  the  McGov¬ 
ern  camp  themselves  with  the  details  of 
Eagleton’s  treatment. 

The  inquiry  that  led  to  Eagleton’s  star¬ 
tling  disclosure  began  in  Miami  Beach,  24 
hours  after  Eagleton  was  announced  as 
McGovern’s  running-mate.  As  a  matter  of 
routine,  Washington  reporter  Clark  Hoyt 
was  assigned  to  research  Eagleton’s  per¬ 
sonal  and  political  background  to  write  a 
profile  of  the  man  who  would  serve  as 
McGovern’s  vicepresident. 

Aware  of  rumors 

Hoyt  and  other  members  of  the  Knight 
Newspapers  Washington  staff  were  aware 
of  rumors  of  mental  depression  and  pos¬ 
sible  alcoholism  involving  Eagleton  but 
had  no  reason  to  believe  the  rumors  were 
true. 

Loye  Miller,  a  Knight  Washington  Bu¬ 
reau  political  reporter,  recalled  that  he 
had  heard  similar  stories,  including  rum¬ 
bles  about  hospitalization,  when  he  was 
Midwest  bureau  chief  for  Time  Mngazhw 
in  the  1960s. 

Hoyt  went  to  St.  Louis  after  the  con¬ 
vention  and,  as  a  starting  point,  went  to 
the  files  of  the  St.  Louis  Post-Dispatch. 

On  Monday,  while  Hoyt  was  still  en- 
route  to  St.  Louis  for  the  Eagleton 
profile,  John  S.  Knight  III,  and  editorial 
writer  for  the  Detroit  Free  Press  and 
grandson  of  the  group’s  editorial  chair¬ 
man,  received  a  telephone  call  from  a  man 
he  described  as  “very  nervous.” 

The  caller  said  that  he  was  a  McGovern 
supporter  and  knew  that  facts  about 
Eagleton’s  medical  history  w’ould  surface 
during  the  campaign.  He  was  anxious,  he 
said,  that  the  McGovern  forces  be 


The  same  caller,  about  the  same  time  he 
called  Knight,  also  telephoned  McGovern’s 
political  director,  Frank  Mankiewicz  and 
Gary  Hart,  McGovern’s  national  cam¬ 
paign  manager,  and  relayed  to  them  the 
same  information.  Mankiewicz  said  that 
he  and  Hart  paid  no  attention  to  the  call. 

“We  get  a  lot  of  crank  calls,”  he  said. 

(Asked  later  about  the  callers’  descrip¬ 
tion  of  his  ailment,  Eagleton  said,  “My 
doctor  never  used  those  terms  to  me.”  He 
also  denied  that  he  had  ever  contemplated 
suicide.) 

Knight  persuaded  the  caller  to  seek 
more  information  and  call  back.  Then 
Knight,  who  did  not  know  of  Hoyt’s  St. 
Louis  mission,  called  the  Washington  Bu¬ 
reau  which  contacted  Hoyt  to  warn  him 
that  new  information  might  be  foithcom- 
ing  and  suggest  he  focus  the  investigation 
on  the  medical  aspects. 

The  caller  contacted  Knight  the  next 
day  to  pass  along  the  name  of  a  St.  Louis 
psychiatric  hospital.  An  approximate  date 
and  the  name  and  address  of  a  person 
alleged  to  have  been  on  the  treatment 
team. 

Hoyt  went  to  the  St.  Louis  address  and 
got  what  could  be  considered  only  indiiect 
confirmation — a  refusal  to  discuss  the 
matter  couched  in  terms  that  strongly  im¬ 
plied  it  was  true. 

Hoyt  then  began  contacting  St.  Louis- 
area  political  associates  of  Eagleton  from 
earlier  years,  maintaining  an  indirect  ap¬ 
proach  about  the  medical  situation.  At 
least  two  of  the  contacts — one  an  officer 
of  the  committee  to  reelect  the  President, 
the  other  a  Democrat — volunteered 
“facts”  about  Eagleton’s  hospitalizations, 
but  neither  mentioned  electroshock  thera¬ 
py- 

Two  very  short  stories 

Those  hospital  names  and  dates  did  not 
coincide  with  the  caller’s  information  or 
with  two  very  shoit  stories  in  the  Post- 
Dispatch  files  referring  to  Eagleton  hospi¬ 
talizations  for  “Gastro-intestinal”  prob¬ 
lems  and,  later,  for  “sudden  weight  loss.” 

By  Thursday,  however,  it  seemed  likely 
that  at  least  some  essential  parts  of  the 
medical  story  were  true.  The  question 
was,  which  parts? 

Knight  Washington  Bureau  Chief  Rob¬ 
ert  Boyd  was  winding  up  a  vacation  in 
Northern  Michigan  and  was  scheduled  to 
go  from  there  to  South  Dakota  on  the 
weekend  for  a  week’s  coverage  of  McGov¬ 
ern’s  campaign. 

Eagleton,  then  in  Washington,  was 
due  to  confer  with  McGovern  on  campaign 
plans  Monday  in  South  Dakota. 

Hoyt  and  Boyd  hastily  arranged  to  meet 
in  Rapid  City,  S.D.,  near  McGovern’s 
Black  Hills  retreat,  on  Saturday  night  to 
go  over  Hoyt’s  lengthy  memo  on  the  ill¬ 
ness.  It  was  decided  to  go  at  once — before 
Eagleton  arrived — to  McGovern’s  top  ad- 


him  first  and  promised  to  get  back  with 
them. 

He  then  went  to  McGovern  who  called 
Eagleton  to  ask  him  about  the  records. 
Mankiewicz  later  showed  or  gave  the 
Knight  summary  memorandum  to  McGov¬ 
ern  and  Eagleton. 

Boyd  and  Hoyt  met  later  in  the  day 
with  Mankiewicz,  who  said  that  the  rec¬ 
ords  had  been  requested  from  St.  Louis 
and  the  Mayo  Clinic  and  that  a  session 
was  being  arranged  with  Eagleton  when 
he  arrived.  He  again  thanked  the  Knight 
reporters  for  handling  the  matter  “re¬ 
sponsibly.” 

Boyd  and  Hoyt  understood  that  they 
would  be  offered  some  corroboration  from 
the  records  or  from  medical  experts,  that 
they  would  be  given  a  private  interview 
with  Eagleton  and  that  he  would  hold  a 
press  conference  after  the  Knight  stories 
had  appeared  in  either  Wednesday  or 
Thursday  morning  newspapers. 

Exclusive  is  lost 

By  Monday  night,  however,  the  ar¬ 
rangement  seemed  to  be  falling  apart.  By 
early  Tuesday  Mankiewicz  was  saying 
that  Eagleton’s  arrival  had  been  delayed 
and  that  the  records  would  not  be  made 
available. 

At  mid-morning  Tuesday,  Mankiewicz 
went  into  a  two-hour  session  with  McGov¬ 
ern,  Eagleton,  their  wives  and  a  number 
of  aides. 

After  this  meeting,  Mankiewicz  told 
Hoyt  and  Boyd  that  Eagleton  would  hold 
a  press  conference  within  20  minutes  to 
disclose  the  medical  history  before  any 
newspaper  stories  had  appeared.  Ea¬ 
gleton,  he  said,  had  insisted  on  the  imme¬ 
diate  press  conference. 

As  a  sort  of  “consolation  prize,”  Boyd 
and  Hoyt  could  have  an  interview  with 
Eagleton  after  the  press  conference,  on 
the  way  to  the  Rapid  City  Airport. 

About  an  hour  later,  Eagleton  had  his 
press  conference  and  the  Eagleton- 
McGovern  version  of  the  story  was  out,  on 
their  terms. 

After  the  session,  McGovern  told  Boyd 
privately  that  he  appreciated  “the  respon¬ 
sible  way”  the  story  had  been  handled. 

He  was  then  asked  what  he  would  have 
done  if  the  Knight  reporters  had  ap¬ 
proached  him  directly,  instead  of  going  to 
McGovern. 

Eagleton  said,  “I  guess  I  would  have 
told  you  the  truth  .  .  .  but  I  probably 
would  have  tried  to  stall  until,  say,  Thurs¬ 
day,  so  I  could  talk  with  Senator  McGov¬ 
ern  first.” 

Eagleton  also  said  in  the  interview  that 
he  and  his  wife.  Barbara,  had  discussed 
en  route  to  the  convention  the  possibility 
that  if  Eagleton  got  the  nomination  the 
therapy  question  would  arise.

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After  the  flood 
it’s  all-day  and 
new  on  Sunday

The  Wilkes-Barre  (Pa.)  Publishing 
Co.,  publishers  of  the  morning  Record, 
and  evening  Times-Leader,  News,  has  re¬ 
bounded  from  the  devastating  floods 
wrought  by  heavy  rains  and  Hurricane 
Agnes  that  left  the  valley  city  in  rubble 
when  the  dikes  failed  to  hold  back  tbe 
surging  waters  of  the  Susquehanna  River, 
which  flows  through  the  downtown  busi¬ 
ness  district. 

The  paper  resumed  printing  in  its  own 
plant  on  July  17.  Since  June  26,  the  pa¬ 
pers  had  been  publishing  special  combined 
flood  editions  using  the  facilities  of  the 
Scranton  Tribune  and  the  Hazelton  Stan¬ 
dard-Speaker.  In  the  meantime,  employes 
of  the  Wilkes-Barre  papers  were  carrying 
on  massive  clean-up  operations  at  the 
plant  and  at  many  of  their  homes. 

Salvage  operations  were  still  in  the 
process  as  John  A.  Hourigan  Jr., 
vicepresident  and  secretary  of  the  pub¬ 
lishing  company,  took  an  E&P  reporter  on 
an  inspection  of  the  four-story  building 
(July  20). 

Hourigan,  who,  like  other  newspaper 
people  spotted  in  the  building  that  day 
was  wearing  an  open  sport  shirt,  old 
shoes  and  slacks,  made  particular  note  of 
the  work  performed  by  the  employes  to 
get  the  plant  back  in  shape  for  normal 
operations.  He  said  everyone  worked  for 
seven  days  straight  and  a  half-day  on 
July  4th  to  clean  out  muck  and  paper 
debris  from  the  below-ground  level  where 
the  press,  newsprint  and  ink  were  stored 
and  from  the  street  level  offices  where 
the  advertising  department  operated. 

Cleaning  up  homes  also 

When  they  were  finished  at  the  plant, 
many  team^  up  to  help  those  whose 
homes  had  been  flooded,  Hourigan  said. 
Nobody  was  removed  from  the  payroll 
during  the  period  the  paper  could  not 
print  in  its  own  plant.  He  said  overtime 
rules  were  waived  by  the  unions. 

Even  during  the  hectic  days  of  compos¬ 
ing  the  paper  at  Wilkes-Barre  and  send¬ 
ing  mats  by  trucks  with  state  police  es¬ 
cort  to  Scranton  and  Hazelton  for 
.32-page,  adless  papers,  the  publishers  of 
this  century-old  firm  were  making  plans 
for  the  future. 

For  on  Wednesday,  July  19,  and  only 
two  days  back  in  their  own  plant,  plans 
were  announced  that  effective  July  30,  it 
would  start  publishing  a  Sunday  edition 
for  the  first  time.  The  two  morning  and 
evening  papers,  w’hich  had  been  combined 
during  the  emergency  period,  will  contin¬ 
ue  on  a  new  schedule  of  a  morning  edition 
and  an  updated  news  edition  on  Monday 
through  Friday  and  one  edition  on  Satur¬ 
day. 

C.  Wesley  Boyle,  advertising  director, 
said  the  “old  morning  advertising  rates” 
would  be  in  effect  for  the  all-day  paper 
and  all  contracts  will  be  honored  until 


October  1.  He  pointed  out  that  tbe  papers 
had  been  sold  on  a  combination  basis  in 
the  past.  Advertisers  using  the  all-day 
l)aper  will  have  to  run  in  both  morning 
and  evening  editions,  he  said. 

The  national  ad  rate  for  the  Sunday 
edition  will  be  25  cents  a  line.  An  initial 
press  run  of  65,000  copies  was  planned  for 
a  four-section  paper  highly  pictorial  in 
content. 

The  decision  to  publish  all-day  and  Sun¬ 
day  was  made,  the  publisher  said,  for 
economic  reasons  and  to  maintain  jobs  for 
all  employes.  The  decision  won  the  appro¬ 
val  of  the  craft  unions. 

The  Sunday  paper  will  pit  Wilkes- 
Barre  Publishing  Co.  in  direct  competition 
with  the  Wilkes-Barre  Sunday  Indepen¬ 
dent,  a  52,407  (ABC)  paper,  owned  by 
Helen  J.  Heffernan  which  is  distributed 
mainly  through  newsstands.  The  Record 
and  Times-Leader  will  be  home-delivered 
to  weekday  subscribers,  of  which  there 
had  been  81,102  (.\BC)  prior  to  the  floor 
period. 


promoted  drastic  price  reductions  for  such 
items  as  bedding,  home  laundry  appli¬ 
ances  and  clothing.  Sears  was  promoting 
a  “Take-It-Home  Today  Sale”  featuring 
furniture  merchandise  while  at  J.  C.  Pen¬ 
ney  shoppers  were  offered  20%  off  on 
house  paints.  Banks  were  advertising  the 
availability  of  special  flood  recovery  serv¬ 
ices  and  application  assistance  for  gov¬ 
ernment  loans  and  food  stamps. 

There  were  several  national  ads  in  the 
paper.  One  was  a  special  price-off  coupon 
for  dog  food,  while  another  was  placed  by 
Occidental  Life  of  California  with  a 
special  message  to  policyowners  in  the 
flood  areas. 

As  a  service  to  the  community,  the  pa¬ 
per  compiled  a  special  editorial  edition  on 
July  3  showing  the  devastation  of  the 
area  in  photographs  taken  since  the  floods 
came  on  June  26.  Copies  of  the  paper 
were  sent  to  the  area’s  Congressman,  at 
his  request,  to  help  him  obtain  funds  for 
flood-ruined  businesses  and  home  owners.

Editors  are  assigned 

Harrison  H.  Smith,  who  was  editor  of 
the  Record,  has  been  installed  as  Sunday 
editor,  and  John  Malloy,  former  city  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  evening  paper,  has  been  moved 
up  to  managing  editor.  Smith  continues  as 
president  of  the  publishing  company. 

James  F.  Lee,  editor  of  the  Times- 
Leader,  News,  has  been  named  editor  of 
tbe  all-day  paper,  and  Paul  Arthur,  city 
editor  of  the  Record,  is  now  executive 
editor  of  the  combined  paper. 

Joseph  F.  Collis  and  Michael  Kolesar, 
managing  editors  of  the  morning  and 
evening  papers,  respectively,  will  have  the 
same  titles  and  duties  under  the  new  set¬ 
up.

Hourigan  said  tbe  community  was  ripe 
with  rumors  immediately  after  the  floods 
hit.  For  this  reason,  he  said,  it  was  imper¬ 
ative  that  the  newspaper  continue  to  pub¬ 
lish  despite  inconveniences.  The  papers 
reassured  residents  and  informed  them 
where  they  could  find  food  and  shelter. 

During  the  first  four  days  the  paper 
was  printed  in  Scranton,  no  ads  were 
accepted.  Hourigan  said  this  decision  drew 
a  few  complaints  from  merchants  who 
were  not  affected  by  the  flood  waters.  The 
paper  was  able  to  take  ads,  all  except 
classified  which  the  paper  still  was  not 
carrying  on  July  19,  on  a  full-page  matted 
basis  by  July  3. 

The  bulk  of  the  advertising,  announce¬ 
ment  type,  was  being  placed  by  suburban 
and  higher  elevation  shopping  centers 
that  were  unaffected  by  the  flood.  Central 
business  district  retailers  were  severely 
damaged,  many  of  whom  Hourigan  said 
may  never  re-establish  their  businesses. 
One  of  the  retailers  not  expected  to  re¬ 
open  is  the  Isaac  Long  store,  an  old  line 
store  specializing  in  the  carriage  trade. 
The  store,  which  at  one  time  was  Wilkes- 
Barre  newspaper’s  most  consistent  adver¬ 
tiser,  had  announced  prior  to  the  flood  its 
intentions  to  go  out  of  business.  The  store 
is  owned  by  John  Wanamaker,  Philadel¬ 
phia.

Financial  writers 
charged  with  fraud 

Alex  N.  Campbell,  a  financial  w’riter  for 
the  Los  An-yeles  Herald-Examiner  and 
predecessor  newspapers  for  20  years,  has 
been  charged  with  fraudulent  stock  tiad- 
ing  in  a  civil  suit  filed  by  the  Securities 
and  Exchange  Commission  in  U.S.  Dis¬ 
trict  Court,  Los  Angeles. 

Also  named  as  a  defendant  is  his  son, 
Alex  N.  Campbell  Jr.,  a  former  securities 
salesman  with  C.  L.  McKinney  &  Co.  of 
Los  .\ngeles,  who  is  now  editor  of  the 
Western  Financial  Journal  which  is  pub¬ 
lished  by  a  company  headed  by  the  senior 
Campbell. 

The  SEC  alleged  that  the  Campbells 
realized  profit  of  $25,365  in  a  number  of 
transactions  since  August  1967.  According 
to  the  complaint,  Campbell  bought  stocks 
of  corporations  and  wrote  favorable  com¬ 
ments  about  them,  then  sold  his  shares  on 
a  quick  rise  in  the  price. 

The  government  agency  is  asking  the 
court  to  enjoin  the  Campbells  from  future 
manipulation  or  fraud,  to  prohibit  them 
from  buying  or  selling  any  security  when 
they  know  that  an  article  on  that  company 
will  appear  in  the  newspaper  or  any 
financial  publication,  and  to  prohibit  them 
from  publishing  any  articles  without  dis¬ 
closing  their  holdings,  or  other  interest  in 
the  securities  mentioned.

Jack  Kauffman,  Bu¬ 
reau  of  Advertising  president,  has  begun 
a  letter  campaign  to  executives  whose  de¬ 
cisions  affect  automobile  advertising.  He 
plans  to  send  one  every  two  weeks  to  156 
persons  (on  a  first  name  basis)  whose 
jobs  range  from  president  to  advertising 
manager  in  the  auto  companies  and  from 
president  to  account  executive  in  their  ad 
agencies.  In  his  first  one,  Kauffman 
stressed  newspaper  flexibility,  and  at¬ 
tached  a  Volkswagen  ad  that  ran  in  New 
York  City  newspapers  during  recent 
floods  to  illustrate  how  newspaper  can  be 
localized  and  run  in  the  paper  while  the 
event  is  still  topical.  The  second  letter 
emphasizes  the  buying  power  decision¬ 
making  role  of  working  women  in  car 
purchases.  He  has  attached  charts  and  a 
recent  Ford  Maverick  ad.  Other  letters 
will  continue  to  make  sales  points  about 
newspaper  advertising. 


Rep  notes.  The  July  issue  of  the  Cali¬ 
fornia  Puhlisher  contains  some  recom¬ 
mended  reading  for  publishers  and  reps. 
The  CNPA  magazine  has  reprinted  a 
speech  by  Robert  H.  Lampee,  director  of 
sales  for  the  Sacramento  Union,  on  the 
subject  of  “The  Care  and  Feeding  of  the 
Newspaper  Rep.”  Himself  an  ex-rep, 
Lampee  says  “the  rep  today  has  become  a 
business  fi.scal  nightmare.”  He  blames  sales 
set-backs  on  out-dated  promotion  materi¬ 
als  prepared  by  the  newspaper  for  use  by 
their  reps  to  sell  a  “new”  generation  of 
shirt-sleeve  media  buyers  who  grew  up  in 
the  fun  world  of  television.”  .  .  .  Knight 
Advertising  Sales’  president  Edward  T. 
Parmelee  has  been  elected  to  serve  a  sec¬ 
ond  year  as  president  of  the  American  As¬ 
sociation  of  Newspaper  Representatives.

Ad  reports.  Cumulative  percentages  for 
the  first  six  months  in  New  England  and 
the  Northwest  confirm  what  everybody 
has  been  saying:  newspapers  are  having  a 
good  year.  Totals  for  the  74  daily  papers 
reporting  linage  to  the  New  England  Ad¬ 
vertising  Bureau  show  local  up  about  7%, 
classified  with  an  18%  gain  and  national 
nearly  2% — an  aggregate  of  9%,  which 
does  not  take  into  account  preprint  adver¬ 
tising.  If  preprint  was  added,  “nearly  all 
situations  improve  markedly,”  Morly 
Piper’s  report  notes.  Member  papers  of 
the  Allied  Daily  Newspapers  of  Washing¬ 
ton  are  up  7.2%  in  local,  14.3%  in  clas¬ 
sified  and  3%  in  national  for  an  overall 
increase  of  8.8%  in  the  first  half  of  1972 
vs.  same  period  of  1971. 


Regionalization.  American  Newspaper 
Representatives  Inc.,  servicing  7,000 
weeklies  and  small  dailies,  will  try  to 
expand  its  selling  and  “one  order,  one 
check”  plan  with  the  establishment  of 
four  to  ten  regional  offices.  Each  will 
have  responsibility  for  newspapers  be¬ 
longing  to  five  or  more  state  press  asso¬ 
ciations.  The  plan,  to  be  presented  to  state 
press  association  managers  next  month  in 
Orlando,  Fla.,  requires  that  state  press 
groups  become  affiliated  with  ANR,  a  sub¬ 
sidiary  of  the  National  Newspaper  Asso¬ 
ciation.  At  the  present,  ANR  has  agree¬ 
ments  with  37  state  groups  which  have 
separate  advertising  services.  ANR  be¬ 
lieves  that  by  grouping  state  associations 
it  can  provide  regional  and  national  com¬ 
panies  and  their  agencies  with  a  better 
incentive  to  buy  space  in  newspapers.  The 
regional  concept  has  operated  for  two 
years  in  Minneapolis  where  one  ANR 
salesman  represents  papers  in  North  and 
South  Dakota,  Wisconsin,  Minnesota  and 
Iowa.  According  to  ANR,  this  office  has 
shown  an  increase  of  33%  this  year  and 
has  surpassed  the  $400,000  volume  figure. 
Last  week  at  the  NNA  convention  in  Port¬ 
land,  the  NNA  board  turned  down  a  re¬ 


quest  by  ANR  to  increase  its  commission 
rate  paid  by  publishers.  ANR  was  seeking 
a  2%  increase.  With  commissions  to  ad 
agencies,  state  ad  services,  and  ANR,  it  is 
not  uncommon  for  a  weekly  publisher  to 
pay  as  must  as  30%  for  national  advertis¬ 
ing.  The  NNA  board  also  abolished  the 
position  of  executive  vicepresident  and 
general  manager  of  ANR  held  by  Robert 
E.  Tushingham.  He  said  he  plans  to  apply 
for  the  job  of  national  sales  coordinator 
with  ANR,  a  new  post.  All  ANR  service 
bureau  functions  are  being  handled  by 
Joseph  J.  Amodeo,  vicepresident-comptrol¬ 
ler.

Counter-ads.  The  Advertising  Council 
has  received  a  request  from  the  Stern 
Community  Law  Firm  and  its  related 
Stern  Concern  to  distribute  to  newspapers 
and  magazines  a  set  of  advertisements  to 
run  as  public  service  messages  at  no 
charge.  The  ads  reportedly  cover  such 
controversial  subjects  as  the  rights  of 
those  seeking  to  avoid  the  draft,  the  prob¬ 
lem  of  overbooking  by  airlines,  illegal 
telephone  harassment  by  debt  collectors, 
and  statements  contesting  the  claims  of 
those  who  produce  pain  relievers.  Robert 
P.  Keim,  Council  president,  told  the 
Washington  (D.C.)  Star  and  Daily  News 
he  would  be  willing  to  discuss  the  group’s 
proposals.  The  Stern  group  has  been  try¬ 
ing  to  compel  broadcasters  to  air  “counter 
advertisements.” 


Editors  agree 
to  keep  secret 
witness  names 


Massachusetts  editors  agreed  to  cooper¬ 
ate  with  a  request  from  the  state’s  attor¬ 
ney  general  that  they  withold  names  of 
witnesses  to  bank  robberies.  But  they  ex¬ 
pressed  reservations. 

Four  editors  queried  were:  Sam  Born- 
stein,  Boston  Herald  Traveler-Record 
American;  Charles  E.  Gallagher,  Lynn 
Item-Telegram;  Kingsley  Fall,  Berkshire 
Eagle,  and  Robert  C.  Achorn,  Worcester 
Telegram  &  Gazette. 

Editors  received  letters  from  Robert  H. 
Quinn,  asking  them  “to  exercise  the 
greatest  discretion  in  disclosing  the  iden¬ 
tities  of  bank  employes  present  when  a 
bank  holdup  occurs.” 

The  Attorney  General  said,  “I  ask  that 
the  decision  on  whether  to  print  the  names 
of  such  persons  be  made  in  cooperation 
with  the  law  enforcement  agencies  han¬ 
dling  the  case.” 

Gallagher  said,  “We  would  go  along 
with  it,  except  in  case  of  injury,  or  any 
other  unusual  circumstances.” 

Achorn  read  from  a  memo  sent  to  his 
staff  in  1967  asking  them  not  to  subject 
witnesses  to  needlesss  harassment  and  to 
omit  the  names.  He  said,  though,  there 
might  be  cases  where  the  name  is  critical 
to  the  story.  “We  want  to  make  the  final 
decisions  and  not  have  the  police  or  some¬ 
body  else  make  them,”  he  said. 

Fall  responded,  “You  can  get  into  a  lot 
of  sticky  areas  with  a  blanket  policy.  But 
you  don’t  want  to  endanger  people  need¬ 
lessly.  Bank  tellers  are  victims  by  lottery 


and  we  can  protect  their  identity  until  the 
trial  opens.” 

He  said,  though,  that  if  the  witness 
were  harmed  they  could  not  withhold  the 
name. 

Bornsteln  said,  “We’ll  cooperate.  We’ll 
make  the  decision  with  law  enforcement 
agencies.  There’s  just  one  reservation, 
this  may  be  the  forerunner  of  other  re¬ 
quests.” 

Quinn’s  letter  said  the  use  of  names 
sometimes  results  in  harassment  of  wit¬ 
nesses  by  the  criminal  element,  and  pos¬ 
sibly  a  jeopardized  investigation.  Bank 
employes  involved  find  their  own  and  their 
family  lives  upset  by  this  notoriety  and 
the  successful  apprehension  and  prosecu¬ 
tion  of  the  criminals  thus  becomes  more 
difficult.” 

Gallagher  said  the  subject  may  be  taken 
up  at  an  editors’  meeting  in  the  Fall.

Circulation  executives  of  the  Columbus 
(Ga.)  Ledger-Enquirer  have  obtained 
warrants  recently  for  two  18-year-old  men 
who  were  charged  with  failing  to  turn  in 
money  for  papers.  One  was  held  in  $500 
bond  on  a  theft-by-conversion  charge  for 
allegedly  failing  to  give  the  paper  $114  he 
had  collected  on  his  route.  The  second  man 
was  held  in  $250  on  a  charge  of  taking 
$17  from  a  street  rack.

Southland  mill  orders 
fast  newsprint  machine 

Southland  Paper  Mills  Inc.  has  ordered 
from  Dominion  Engineering  Works  Ltd.  a 
.‘JoOO-feet-per-minute  Dominion  twin-wire 
newsprint  machine  for  the  company’s 
Houston  mill.  The  machine  is  expected  to 
be  the  first  newsprint  facility  of  its  design 
to  be  installed  in  the  South.  It  will  have  an 
annual  capacity  of  some  200,000  tons. 

The  machine,  which  wdll  be  built  at 
Dominion’s  Montreal  plant,  will  become 
Southland’s  No.  7  paper  machine.  South¬ 
land  has  a  newsprint  capacity  of  about 
500,000  tons  a  year,  and  1.30,000  tons  of 
other  products.  The  new  Houston  ma¬ 
chine,  and  the  conversion  of  an  80,000-ton 
newsprint  machine  at  Lufkin  to  the  pro¬ 
duction  of  other  paper  grades,  will  give 
the  Texas-based  firm  a  net  increase  in 
newsprint  capacity  of  120,000  tons  annu¬ 
ally  by  May,  1974. 


Gains  continue 
in  ad  revenues; 

8.6%  higher  in  May 

Advertising  revenues  of  daily  newspa¬ 
pers  increased  by  8.6%  in  May  as  com¬ 
pared  to  the  same  month  last  year,  ac¬ 
cording  to  the  Bureau  of  Advertising. 

For  the  first  five  months  of  1972,  the 
cumulative  increase  amounted  to  13.67c, 
and  newspaper  ad  revenues  were  running 
at  a  $6.7  billion  annual  rate. 

These  Bureau  estimates  are  based  on 
measurements  by  Media  Records  in  64 
cities. 

Retail  advertising,  the  largest  classifi¬ 
cation,  was  up  7.5%  in  May  and  11.5%  for 
the  five  months.  It  is  running  at  a  $3.8 
billion  annual  rate. 

Classified  advertising  with  a  13.9%  in¬ 
crease  in  May  and  20.17c  gain  for  the  first 
five  months  was  the  fastest  growing  cate¬ 
gory.  It  is  running  at  a  $1.8  billion  annual 
rate. 

The  gain  in  national  advertising 
amounted  to  5.3%  in  May  and  10.3%  for 
the  five  months.  National  is  running  at  a 
late  better  than  a  billion  dollars  a  year, 
according  to  the  Bureau’s  estimates  and 
projections.

The  Houston  Chronicle  and  the  Univer¬ 
sity  of  Houston  have  embarked  upon  an 
innovative  approach  to  the  Newspaper  in 
the  Classroom  program  by  having  educa¬ 
tion  professors  in  five  specialization  areas 
(math,  science,  language  arts,  reading, 
and  social  studies)  write  instructional 
modules  incorporating  the  use  of  the 
newspaper  in  each  subject. 

An  instructional  module  is  a  planned 
series  of  activities  to  accomplish  specific 
behavioral  objectives. 

This  Newspaper  in  the  Classroom  proj¬ 
ect  is  headed  by  Dr.  Loye  Hollis,  associ¬ 
ate  dean  of  the  College  of  Education,  Dr. 
I.  B.  Miller,  associate  professor  in  the 
College  of  Education,  at  the  University  of 
Houston,  and  Dr.  Lois  Avery,  assistant 
professor  of  Education  at  Dominican  Col¬ 
lege.

Lawyer  suggests 
sympathy  with 
defendant’s  rights 

A  Tucson  lawyer  suggests  in  the  spring 
issue  of  the  Arizona  Journalist  that  the 
press  and  all  other  news  media  should 
have  a  self-imposed  extraconstitutional 
limitation. 

This  limitation,  says  Paul  G.  Rees  Jr.,  a 
graduate  of  the  University  of  Arizona  and 
a  member  of  the  Arizona  and  Hawaii  bar 
associations,  “would  impose  upon  news¬ 
men  (and  women)  a  restraint  against 
interfering  with  the  rights  of  an  indi¬ 
vidual  to  free  trial,  privacy  and  the  com¬ 
mon  decencies  of  being  ‘left  alone.’  ” 

Rees  suggests  that  journalists  should 
place  themselves  in  the  defendant’s  posi¬ 
tion  and  ponder  what  they  might  want 
printed  or  produced.  He  says  this  might 
do  the  most  toward  achieving  what  he 
calls  “the  proper  balance  between  freedom 
and  license.”

Opinion  Research  Corporation,  Prince¬ 
ton,  N.J.,  has  announced  it  is  undertaking 
a  study  of  the  press  relations  of  large 
companies  by  means  of  personal  inter¬ 
views  with  business  and  financial  editors 
of  newspapers.  The  study  will  update 
studies  made  in  1960,  1968  and  1970. 

The  last  study  found  that  airlines,  auto¬ 
motive  industry,  communications,  banking 
and  utilities,  in  that  order,  did  the  best 
jobs  of  handling  relations  with  the  press. 
Questions  have  to  do  with  the  types  of 
news  stories  most  likely  to  be  used,  indus¬ 
tries  considered  most  newsworthy,  and  ed¬ 
itors’  reactions  to  methods  used  to  get 
infonnation  to  the  press.

Brien  Manning 
has  been  named  general  manager  and 
Gary  Mortensen  continues  as  managing 
editor. 


El  Tiempo  is  closed 
in  bankruptcy  action 

El  Tiempo,  a  Spanish-language  daily 
newspaper  founded  in  New  York  City  by 
Stanley  Ross  nine  years  ago,  went  oui,  of 
business  this  week  owing  more  than  $1 
million  to  100  creditors.  U.  S.  District 
Judge  Asa  S.  Herzog  declared  the  pub¬ 
lishing  firm  bankrupt. 

Einar  M.  Peterson,  president  and  pub¬ 
lisher,  said  the  debts  included  $250,000  in 
taxes  owed  to  the  U.  S.  government.  The 
paper  had  no  assets  other  than  some 
printing  equipment  worth  about  $20,000. 

A  petition  in  bankruptcy  was  filed  in 
April  1971  but  the  court  allowed  the  pa¬ 
per  to  continue  publishing  while  trying  to 
pay  off  $867,000  in  liabilities  accumulated 
since  its  founding. 

Ross  was  editor  of  El  Tiempo  until 
1969  when  he  was  ousted  in  a  fight  for 
control  of  the  paper.  He  is  now  an  adver¬ 
tising  salesman  for  the  Wall  Street  Jour¬ 
nal.

Newspaper’s  float 
wins  centennial  prize 

A  float  of  the  100-year-old  Gazette  Tele¬ 
graph  won  the  Grand  Marshal’s  Award  in 
a  parade  marking  the  100th  anniversary 
of  the  City  of  Colorado  Springs,  Colo.  The 
float  depicted  a  giant  birthday  cake.  There 
were  four  inches  in  the  cake  in  which 
young  women  wearing  attire  representa¬ 
tive  of  four  periods  in  the  newspaper’s 
history  appeared. 

Also,  as  part  of  the  paper’s  centennial 
observance,  the  Publisher  and  Mrs.  Harry 
H.  Hoiles  hosted  a  party  in  the  newspaper 
plant  for  750  employes,  their  families  and 
former  employes.  Employes  also  have  re¬ 
ceived  commemorative  key  chains  with  a 
photograph  of  the  newspaper  building  on 
one  side  and  the  paper’s  centennial  em¬ 
blem  on  the  other.

A  founder  prods 
NPPA  members 
on  image  task 

By  Leiiora  Williamson 

While  the  National  Press  Photogra¬ 
phers  Association  was  meeting  in  Orlando 
recently,  members  received  a  blunt  remin¬ 
der  from  their  “dean”  not  to  spend  so 
much  energy  dotting  the  i’s  of  the  consti¬ 
tution. 

The  challenge  to  spend  more  time  on 
raising  the  lev'el  of  professionalism  within 
news  photography  came  in  a  letter  from 
Joseph  Costa  of  Carmel,  California,  dele- 
gate-at-large.  For  the  first  time  in  the 
association’s  history,  Costa,  a  founder, 
was  unable  to  attend  a  convention,  but 
sent  a  letter  declaring  that  “a  specific 
target  has  been  overlooked  for  the  past 
five  years.  We  have  spent  more  time  and 
energy,  and  have  squabbled  more,  in  mak¬ 
ing  changes  to  the  constitution  rather 
than  in  conceiving  and  implementing  new 
programs  that  will  increase  the  level  of 
professionalism  within  our  industry. . 

Expressing  hope  the  direction  would  be 
reversed,  the  retired  board  chairman  con¬ 
tinued,  “All  this  energy,  all  this  effort, 
and  all  your  dedication  should  be  directed 
to  finding  new  and  better  professional 
programs  rather  than  in  dotting  the  last 
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‘i’  and  crossing  the  last  'f  in  the  constitu¬ 
tion.” 

The  challenges,  Costa  said,  include  im¬ 
proving  the  audio-visual  library  opei'ated 
as  educational  service  by  NPPA  and  get¬ 
ting  a  “professional  traveling  show”  out 
of  the  Pictures-of-the-year  winners  that 
will  bring  a  new  image  of  the  news  photog¬ 
rapher  and  his  work  to  the  general  pub¬ 
lic. 

Why,  asked  Costa,  with  all  the  millions 
being  doled  out  in  educational  grants  an¬ 
nually,  can’t  NPPA  qualify  for  some  pub¬ 
lic  spirited  money  with  which  to  improve 
its  educational  service  projects  and  imple¬ 
ment  additional  programs? 

During  breaks  in  convention  business, 
photographers  recorded  personal  greet¬ 
ings  on  tape  to  be  sent  to  Costa  as  a 
salute  from  the  meeting. 

Membership  at  4,000 

The  newly  elected  president.  Jack  Brad¬ 
ley,  photographer  and  assistant  photo  edi¬ 
tor  of  the  Peoria  (Ill.)  Journal  Star, 
echoed  advice  given  by  Costa,  suggesting 
that  the  association  further  develop  its 
projects  which  advance  the  positive  image 
of  news  photography. 

For  the  first  time  in  the  26-year  his¬ 
tory,  NPPA  membership  is  near  the  4,000 
mark. 

Education  chairman  Bany  Edmonds  of 
the  Flint  (Mich.)  Journal,  a  past  pres¬ 
ident,  announced  this  year’s  Flying  Short 
Course  will  begin  in  Boston,  October  24, 
move  on  to  Omaha  October  26,  and  San 
Francisco,  October  28. 

Extended  discussion  on  the  flying  course 
deficits  in  recent  years  was  prompted  by  a 
resolution  from  Steve  Fontanini,  Los  An¬ 
geles  Times,  director  of  Region  10,  sug¬ 
gesting  an  incentive  program  allowing 
pi-ofits  at  a  local  stop  to  be  shared  with  a 
sponsoring  group.  The  resolution  passed 
for  1972  and  1973  as  a  pilot  plan,  to  be 
reviewed  after  that  period. 

Sports  program 

A  brief  lecture  came  at  the  end  of  an 
annual  report  submitted  by  Morris  Ber¬ 
man,  chairman  of  the  sports  program  and 
newly  elected  vicepresident.  He  noted : 
“Spoi-ts  is  a  big  business  today  and  the 
sports  photographer  is  an  important  part 
of  the  scene.  His  pictures  tell  the  story  as 
well  as  the  writer.  We  have  improved  in 
this  area  of  photography  more  rapidly 
than  the  city  side. 

“Sports  photographers  are  wined  and 
dined  in  the  arena  and  they  are  just  as 
respected  as  their  counterpart — the  sports 
writer.  Ball  players  like  them  too,  espe¬ 
cially  when  they  receive  free  prints  .  .  . 
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So  if  sports  photographers  can  just  real¬ 
ize  that  they  have  been  recognized  as  an 
important  pait  of  the  sports  scene  and  try 
to  conduct  themselves  as  such  without 
cluttering  up  the  sidelines  with  friends 
posing  as  caption  writers  and  taking  ad¬ 
vantage  of  a  good  situation,  perhaps  the 
need  for  a  sports  program  will  eliminate 
itself  in  time.” 

John  Faber,  NPPA  historian  and  senior 
technical  sales  representative  for  East¬ 
man  Kodak  Company,  announcd  34  names 
authenticated  to  date  for  the  Legion 
of  Honor  of  news  photographers  who  have 
lost  their  lives  while  working  on  assign¬ 
ments.  A  folder  containing  each  man’s 
history  will  be  duplicated  in  NPPA  rec¬ 
ords  at  The  Smithsonian  Institution, 
Washington. 

Student  projects  informal 

No’s  had  it  on  the  question  of  a  consti¬ 
tutional  change  to  permit  establishment  of 
student  affiliate  chapters  of  NPPA.  Board 
members  preferred  to  leave  present  stu¬ 
dent  projects  on  an  informal  basis,  rather 
than  formalizing  chapters  through  the 
constitution. 

Concern  was  evidenced  over  1971  Pic- 
tures-of-the-Year  combining  newspaper 
and  magazine  classes,  a  resolution  recom¬ 
mended  the  1972  competition  have  sepa¬ 
rate  Photographer  of  the  Year  categories — 
newspaper  and  magazine — and  that  all 
other  categories  be  for  newspapers  only. 
The  resolution,  which  got  tabled,  observed 
that  a  majority  of  members  from  newspa¬ 
pers  feel  they  cannot  compete  with  maga¬ 
zine  photographers  due  to  assignments 
and  quality  of  color  photographs.

Mergenthaler  moving 
plant  on  Long  Island 

The  Mergenthaler  Linotype  Corporation 
has  sold  its  252,000-square-foot  plant  in 
Plainview,  L.  I.,  to  Jerry  Lazarus  Associ¬ 
ates  of  Syosset,  L.  I.,  for  $5-million. 

Mergenthaler  has  taken  leases  on  two 
smaller  facilities  in  Suffolk  County.  It 
will  pay  $1,872,000  in  aggregate  rent  over 
20  years  for  a  new  72,000-square-foot 
plant  at  1769  Fifth  Avenue,  Brentwood. 
At  the  Airport  Industrial  Park  in  Bohe¬ 
mia,  the  company  has  leased  a  42,- 
000-square-foot  building  for  20  years 
with  an  aggregate  rental  of  $1,134,000. 
The  Brentwood  building  was  built  by  Jack 
Endelson  and  the  Bohemia  facility  by 
Reckson  Associates. 

The  Plainview  property  is  the  largest 
structure  in  the  14-year-old  Plainview  In¬ 
dustrial  Park.

AP  moves  Lehmbeck 
to  New  York  bureau 

Appointment  of  Pierce  Lehmbeck  as 
chief  of  bureau  for  New  York  City  has 
been  announced  by  Wes  Gallagher,  pres¬ 
ident  and  general  manager  of  the  Associ¬ 
ated  Press. 

Lehmbeck,  36,  who  has  been  chief  of 
bureau  at  Albany,  N.Y.,  for  four  years 
succeeds  Douglas  Lovelace  who  has  been 
reassigned  within  the  general  office  of 
the  AP. 

Howard  E.  (Ed)  Staats,  33,  chief  of 
bureau  for  Utah  and  Idaho  with  head¬ 
quarters  at  Salt  Lake  City,  will  succeed 
Lehmbeck  at  Albany. 

Larry  D.  Kurtz,  correspondent  at  Lans¬ 
ing,  Mich.,  will  replace  Staats  at  Salt 
Lake  City. 

Lehmbeck,  a  native  of  Jacksonville, 
Fla.,  was  assistant  chief  of  bureau  in 
New  York  for  three  years  before  going  to 
Albany.  A  graduate  of  Florida  State  Uni¬ 
versity,  he  joined  the  AP  in  1955  as  an 
editorial  clerk  in  Tallahassee. 

Lovelace,  whose  new  duties  will  be  an¬ 
nounced  later,  began  his  career  on  the 
Ogdensburg  N.Y.)  Journal,  worked  for 
the  Los  Angeles  Times  and  the  Blackfoot 
(Idaho)  Bulletin,  and  joined  the  AP  in 
1943  in  Salt  Lake  City.  He  became  New 
York  bureau  chief  in  1963. 

Staats  is  a  graduate  of  the  University 
of  Texas  and  a  native  of  Parkersburg, 
W.  Va.  He  worked  for  the  Alice  (Tex.) 
Daily  Echo  and  the  Lakewood  Log  in

Salaries  protected 
in  technology  clause 

A  two-year  contract  with  the  Ottawa 
Citizen,  containing  a  $34  increase  for  five- 
year  journalists,  has  been  ratified  by  the 
Newspaper  Guild  Ottawa  local.  Reporters 
with  five  years  experience  now  earn 
$184.10  weekly. 

The  contract  contains  a  provision  that 
employes  displaced  by  technological 
change  and  moved  to  lower  categories  will 
continue  to  receive  the  salary  paid  at  the 
higher  one.  The  Citizen  is  scheduled  to 
move  into  new  quarters  next  year,  pub¬ 
lishing  with  offset  equipment. 


Jim  Reed  and  his  wife 
huy  weekly  in  Kansas 

The  Osage  City  (Kans.)  Journal-Free 
Press  has  been  sold  to  Mr.  and  Mrs.  Jim 
Reed  of  Topeka,  Kans.  The  new  owners 
will  take  possession  of  the  weekly  newspa¬ 
per  and  job  printing  plant  August  1. 

Reed  spent  15  years  with  Capper  Publi¬ 
cations  of  Topeka,  and  served  as  executive 
editor  of  the  Topeka  Daily  Capital  from 
1950  to  1958.  Mrs.  Reed  was  a  feature 
writer  on  the  Capital  during  World  War 
II  and  prior  to  that  was  state  editor  and 
assistant  city  editor  of  her  hometown 
newspaper,  the  Burlington,  (La.)  Hawk- 
eye-Gazette. 

The  Journal-Free  Press  has  been  pub¬ 
lished  by  the  Hammond  family  for  more 
than  40  years.  The  late  Edwin  F.  Ham¬ 
mond  started  the  Osage  County  Journal  in 
1928.  Five  years  later  he  purchased  the 
Osage  City  Free  Press  from  H.  C.  Stich- 
er.  He  consolidated  the  two  newspapers  in 
1933.  Since  1955,  Mrs.  Mabel  L.  Hammond 
has  served  as  owner  and  publisher  of  the 
Journal-Free  Press. 

In  1958,  Reed  joined  the  American  Med¬ 
ical  Association  in  Chicago  to  start  a  new 
medical  newspaper,  the  AM  A  News. 
Three  years  later  he  became  director  of 
public  relations  for  the  AMA.  After  11 
years  with  the  AMA,  he  resigned  to  be¬ 
come  vicepresident  of  Blasingame  Associ¬ 
ates,  a  management  consulting  firm  in 
Chicago  specializing  in  the  health  field.

Heads  and  captions 


Reporters  who  “witness”  an  accident, 
report  the  groundbreaking  for  a  “new” 
office  building,  or  make  everything  “vital” 
are  taken  to  the  proverbial  woodshed  and 
you-know-what  in  the  revised  Stylebook 
for  publicity  writers  at  Carl  Byoir  &  As¬ 
sociates,  the  public  relations  firm. 

In  many  examples  the  book  acknowl¬ 
edges  some  of  the  progress  toward  “free- 
swinging  journalese”  that  has  occurred 
since  the  original  CB&A  guide  was  issued 
in  June,  1944.  Board  chairman  George 
Hammond  emphasizes  in  the  foreword 
that  the  stylebook  is  not  intended  as  a 
textbook  for  cubs  on  “how  to  write,”  be¬ 
cause  the  CB&A  staff  consists  of  experi¬ 
enced  writers  most  of  whom  have  been 
indoctrinated  in  newsrooms. 

Most  people  will  agi'ee,  says  Hammond, 
that  the  net  result  of  changes  in 
newswriting  has  been  “more  zip,  more 
readability,  more  naturalness,  less 
triteness,  less  stodginess,  in  today’s  pa¬ 
pers.”

So  that  publicity  releases  for  CB&A 
clients  keep  pace  with  this  trend,  John 
Stahr  undertook  the  compilation  and  edit¬ 
ing  of  the  Byoir  stylebook.  Some  of  his 
guidelines  are  taken  directly  from  news¬ 
paper  px'actices  and  others  designed  to 
warn  writers  against  dullness  and  old- 
fashionedness  in  copy  fiow  from  his  own 
standards  of  quality. 

A  section  of  the  book  called  “Super- 
Ripples  in  the  Copy  Stream”  contains 
many  good  and  bad  examples  wdth  Stahr’s 
comment.  In  the  earlier  sections  there  are 
simple  tips  for  typers,  rules  of  punctua¬ 
tion,  capitalization  and  abbreviation,  and 
words  to  w’atch  out  for. 

On  headline  writing  the  book  advises: 
Be  careful,  and  make  sure,  that  you  do 
not  put  something  in  the  headline  that  is 
not  in  the  story  .  .  .  Try  to  avoid  using 
any  word  more  than  once  in  a  headline 
(but  don’t  indulge  in  far-fetched 
synonjTns  in  doing  so)  .  .  .  Always  use  sin¬ 
gle  quote  marks,  and  do  not  split  two 
words  that  are,  in  context,  tightly  comple- 
mentai-y  by  having  them  fall  on  separate 
lines.  Example:

The  next  don’t  is:  Do  not  start  a  head¬ 
line  with  a  verb  because  most  editors  re¬ 
gard  this  as  slipshod,  ineffective  headline 
writing,  and  we  should  not  risk  incurring 
their  scorn  by  offering  such  copy.” 

One  reason  is  the  double  meaning  of 
such  a  headline  as: 

READ  TRANSCRIPT 

OF  MABEL  JONES’ 

DIARY  IN  COURT 

Is  the  paper  exhorting  the  reader  to 
some  course  of  action? 

Viewed  with  alarm  is  this  one: 

SLAY  NAACP  LEADER! 

Photo  captions,  says  the  stylebook, 
should  be  full  of  brevity  but  that  doesn’t 
mean  all  articles  (the,  a,  an,  etc)  should 
be  omitted  with  the  result  that  they  read 
like  10-word  telegrams.  Also  ruled  out  is 
the  “looking  on”  phrase  for  the  extra  guy 
who  happens  to  be  in  the  picture. 

“Let  us  not  emphasize  his  superfluous¬ 
ness  by  that  give-away  phrase,”  says 
Stahr  and  right  away  he  adds: 

“Don’t  use  such  phrases  as  ‘while  So- 
and-so  beams  approval’  or  ‘looks  on  ad¬ 
miringly’.  It’s  old-fashioned  and  trite.” 

Also,  “don’t  insert  the  gratuitous  ‘pret¬ 
ty’  in  a  caption  before  the  pretty  girl’s 
name.  It  sounds  as  though  you  don’t  trust 
the  picture  to  convey  the  cori’ect  impres¬ 
sion.” 

Giving  away  no  secret  of  the  PR  busi¬ 
ness,  Stahr  comments,  “she’s  undoubtedly 
pretty  or  we  wouldn’t  be  using  her,  and  if 
our  picture  failed  to  capture  the  beauty 
we’d  throw  it  away  and  use  one  that  did!” 

‘Man  eating  tiger’ 

Hyphens  come  in  for  special  attention, 
their  usefulness  being  plain  in  this  case: 
“He  was  astonished  to  see  a  man  eating 
tiger  in  the  dining  room.”  The  right  way: 
“He  was  astonished  to  see  a  man-eating 
tiger  in  the  dining  room.” 

But,  writers  are  cautioned  to  beware  of 
less  than  full  use  of  the  little  mark  be¬ 
tween  related  words,  such  as  “multi¬ 
million  dollar”  when  multi-million-dollar 
is  more  to  the  point;  or  “day-old  cake” 
when  it’s  actually  day-old-cake. 

But  hyphenation  style  can  be  tricky, 
since  many  recent  dictionaries  make  it  a 
dropout  in  words  with  prefixes  like  mid, 
non,  trans,  inter,  over  and  under. 

Affectation  in  writing 

Stahr  takes  dead  aim  on  Affectation 
No.  1  in  the  realm  of  journalism — the  use 
of  the  deferred  subject  style.  Examples, 
with  his  bull’s-eye  comment: 

Planned  by  Jones,  Blake  and  Droza,  De¬ 
troit  architects,  the  new  school  has  18 
classrooms,  etc.  (This  implies  that  it’s  a 
natural  thing  to  expect  a  school  planned 
by  that  outfit  to  have  18  classrooms,  etc.) 

Completed  three  years  ago,  the  plant  is 
301  feet  by  339  feet  and  is  a  one-story 
structure.  (A  plant  of  exactly  that  size 


could  have  been  completed  50  years  ago, 
or  yesterday). 

Born  at  Glens  Falls,  N.Y.,  Horton  re¬ 
ceived  his  early  art  training  at  Hillsdale 
college  in  Michigan.  (This  makes  it  sound 
as  though  Hillsdale  were  the  obvious  and 
logical  college  for  a  Glens  Falls,  N.Y. 
native). 

Just  for  a  laugh,  Stahr  gives  this  non- 
sequitur: 

“The  man  who  directs  the  Blank  orga¬ 
nization  is  a  big,  hearty  six-footer  who 
looks  far  younger  than  his  59  years.  But 
even  in  1933  he  was  no  stranger  to  the 
business.”  (Because,  even  then,  he  was  six 
feet  tall,  eh?” 

Watch  those  figures! 

As  most  stylebooks  do,  the  CB&A  guide 
tells  writers  to  watch  their  percentages. 
One  example  in  higher  mathematics  is: 

“Elliott  Roosevelt  announced  that  he 
would  start  selling  50,000  to  65,000 
Christmas  trees  ...  at  prices  he  estimated 
would  be  from  200  to  300  percent  below 
the  New  York  retail  list.” 

For  CB&A  publicists  who  put  out  all 
those  releases  on  appointments  in  indus¬ 
trial  hierarchy,  the  stylebook  makes  this 
point:  After  saying  So-and-so  has  been 
made  a  regional  vicepresident,  it’s  not 
necessary  for  the  second  paragraph  to 
read,  “In  his  new  position.  So-and-so  will 
have  charge,  etc.” 

A  final  word  to  copy  editors  wherever 
they  are:  spike  this  sentence  when  you 
see  it,  “About  400  workers  at  the  Black- 
stone  Company  have  been  laid  off  tem¬ 
porarily  for  retooling,  President  Jones 
said  .  .  .” 

Stahr  shudders  at  the  thought:  “Social 
Security,  Old-Age  Benefits — and  now, 
this!” 

Missouri  plans 
urban  J-center 

The  School  of  Journalism  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Missouri-Columbia  will  estab¬ 
lish  an  Urban  Journalism  Center  in  St. 
Louis  this  fall,  it  was  announced  by  pres¬ 
ident  C.  Brice  Ratchford. 

The  center,  which  will  be  staffed  by 
faculty  appointed  jointly  by  the  School  of 
Journalism  and  the  University  of  Missou- 
ri-St.  Louis,  will  provide  experience  in 
mass  communications. 

Its  progi-am  was  described  in  a  press 
conference  (July  14)  by  Glen  R.  Driscoll, 
chancellor  of  the  St.  Louis  campus,  and 
Roy  M.  Fisher,  dean  of  the  School  of 
Journalism. 

Students  at  Columbia  will  have  the  op¬ 
tion  of  taking  one  semester  of  their  un¬ 
dergraduate  or  graduate  studies  at  the 
Urban  Journalism  Center  on  the  St.  Louis 
campus. 

Director  of  the  Center  will  be  Spencer 
M.  Allen,  a  graduate  of  the  School  of 
Journalism  and  currently  editorial  direc¬ 
tor  of  KMOX-tv. 

“The  center  will  blend  the  professional 
resources  and  needs  of  the  School  of  Jour¬ 
nalism  in  Columbia  with  the  resources 
and  needs  of  our  urban  campus,”  Ratch¬ 
ford  said.

A  new  political 
star  rises  out 
of  the  newsroom 

By  Keith  Shelton 

Come  January,  the  turbulent  Texas 
Senate  will  be  in  the  hands  of  a  40-year- 
old  Houston  newspaper  editor  whose  name 
means  fame  in  Texas,  if  not  in  the  rest  of 
the  country. 

William  P.  Hobby  Jr.,  son  of  former 
Texas  Gov.  William  P.  Hobby  and  Oveta 
Culp  Hobby,  who  was  Eisenhower’s  secre¬ 
tary  of  Health,  Education  and  Welfare 
and  who  before  that  headed  the  Women’s 
Army  Corps  in  World  War  II,  was  elected 
Democratic  nominee  for  lieutenant  gover¬ 
nor  in  the  Democratic  primaries  this 
spring.  Since  he  does  not  have  a  Republi¬ 
can  opponent,  he  is  now  the  lieutenant 
governor-elect  and  as  such  will  preside 
over  the  Texas  Senate  the  next  two  years. 

As  tough  as  his  election  campaign  was, 
ruling  the  Senate  may  be  an  even  bigger 
chore.  In  a  state  in  which  the  governor 
does  not  have  much  legal  power,  the  lieu¬ 
tenant  governor  runs  a  close  second  in 
control  of  the  state. 

Conservatives  are  in 

A  liberal  senate  will  turn  conservative 
as  the  result  of  this  year’s  elections, 
which  say  a  tum-the-rascals-out  mood  un¬ 
seat  the  incumbent  governor,  the  incum¬ 
bent  lieutenant  governor  and  other  miscel¬ 
laneous  incumbents. 

In  the  last  minute  of  a  recent  special 
session,  a  resolution  was  presented  in  the 
Senate  to  congratulate  all  the  lame  ducks 
in  the  chamber.  One  member  said  it  was  a 
cinch  to  pass.  “More  than  half  of  us  in 
here  are  lame  ducks,”  he  noted. 

Hobby,  who  served  briefly  as  parliamen¬ 
tarian  of  the  Senate  in  1959 — his  mother 
had  been  parliamentarian  of  the  House 
from  1926  to  1931 — entered  the  race 
against  large  odds. 

Not  only  were  a  couple  of  incumbent 
senators  running,  but  the  brother  of  one 
of  the  most  popular  politicians  in  Texas 
history,  former  Gov.  John  Connally,  was 
seeking  the  post.  Hobby  surprised  a  few 
by  making  the  runoff  with  Sen.  Wayne 
Connally  of  Floresville,  then  surprised 
even  more  by  beating  him  in  a  tough 
runoff  campaign. 

‘Honestly’  is  his  theme 

Connally  charged  Hobby  with  beating 
his  neighbor’s  child,  a  charge  stemming 
from  an  old  incident  in  which  Hobby  sup¬ 
posedly  struck  a  teenage  neighbor  child 
for  allegedly  beating  up  his  own  small 
child.  The  Houston  district  attorney’s  office 
said  it  did  not  see  merit  in  the  case  at  the 
time  and  no  charge  was  pending  against 
Hobby.  That  came  after  Hobby  had  at¬ 
tempted  to  tie  Connally  into  the  stock 
fraud  scandal  which  rocked  Texas  the  past 
year  or  so  and  in  which  the  incumbent 
speaker  of  the  House  was  convicted  of 
conspiracy  to  accept  a  bribe. 

Hobby,  a  soft-spoken  non-dynamic  can¬ 
didate  with  lots  of  money  and  a  good

organization,  hit  hard  with  a  media  cam¬ 
paign  emphasizing  the  slogan,  “Bill  Hob¬ 
by  will  make  a  good  lieutenant  governor. 
Honestly.”  With  an  electorate  strongly 
sensitive  to  the  shadow  cast  on  public 
figures  in  the  stock  fraud  scandal — one  of 
a  series  to  strike  Texas  in  recent  history — 
Hobby’s  message  was  understood. 

If  Hobby  can  manage  to  control  the 
Texas  Senate  under  a  fledgling  governor 
(incumbent  Gov.  Preston  Smith  and  Lt. 
Gov.  Ben  Barnes,  among  others,  were  re¬ 
jected  for  governor  in  favor  of  the  new- 
coming  Dolph  Briscoe  in  the  Democratic 
primary),  he  might  follow  in  his  father’s 
footsteps. 

W.  P.  Hobby  was  lieutenant  governor 
from  1914  to  1917  and  from  1917  to  1921 
served  as  governor,  one  of  the  most  popu¬ 
lar  chief  executives  Texas  ever  had. 

His  son  was  born  in  Houston  and  was 
graduated  from  Rice  University  in  Hous¬ 
ton.  He  moved  up  through  the  executive 
ranks  of  the  Houston  Post,  a  family  en¬ 
terprise,  starting  out  as  assistant  secre¬ 
tary-treasurer.  He  served  as  associate  ed¬ 
itor  and  managing  editor  and  since  1963 
has  been  executive  editor  and  president. 

Hobby  is  a  member  of  the  American 
Society  of  Newspaper  Editors  and  served 
a  term  as  pi'esident  of  the  Texas  Hunter 
and  Jumper  Association.  He  also  was 
vicepresident  of  the  U.S.  Equestrian 
Team  Inc.,  in  1959-60.

How  can  a  weekly  caiiitalize  on  a  ma¬ 
jor  sportinj;:  event  in  its  cii'culation  area — 
in  the  face  of  massive  coverage  by  metro¬ 
politan  dailies? 

Well,  the  Chagrin  Vnllcy  Times  at 
Chasriin  Falls.  Ohio,  did  it  hy  “joining 
them  instead  of  tryinfr  to  beat  them,” — hy 
Koinjr  daily  for  four  editions. 

“We  i)rint  on  Thursday — the  day  the 
Cleveland  Open  polf  tournament  was  sup- 
po.sed  to  o))en  at  Tanplewood  Country 
Club  (June  2!*),  which  is  ripht  smack  in 
the  middle  of  our  circulaton  area,”  said 
Roy  flyers,  editor  and  publisher  of  the 
tabloid  which  beiran  publication  in  Sep¬ 
tember, 

“We  knew  that,  under  normal  circum¬ 
stances,  we  could  do  little  on  the  tourna¬ 
ment  that  would  be  vital  by  the  next  time 
the  next  issue  of  the  Times  came  out. 

“So,  on  the  s])ur  of  the  moment — the 
Monday  before  the  tournament  .started — 
we  hit  '’U  an  idea.  Why  not  put  out  a  daily 
pai)er — and  distribute  it  right  at  the  site 
of  the  touiiiament?”  continued  Meyers. 

Monday  night,  Meyers  met  with  some 
of  the  touinament  officials  and  laid  out 
his  plans.  'I'hey  liked  the  idea  and  by 
Monday  morning,  some  of  the  big  tour- 
nanu'iit  backers,  including  a  major  food 
chain,  two  banks  and  an  association  of 
auto  dealers,  had  agreed  to  underw)ite 
the  id(‘a  by  buying  enough  advertising  to 
at  least  itay  for  the  i)rinting  costs. 

'I'hen  advertising  manager  Gary  Kornell 
and  Meyers  went  to  work  selling  other 
advertisers. 

“Originally,  we  felt  if  we  could  jiut  out 
a  four  oi-  eight-i)age  tab  each  day  that  it 
would  be  a  success,”  said  Meyers.  “By 
Thursday  morning,  it  became  obvious  that 
we  would  have  to  have  more  jiages  than 
that.”

Then,  the  rains  hit  Thursday  and 
washed  out  the  opening  day  of  the  tour- 
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ney,  which  meant  it  would  be  extened 
through  Monday. 

“We  had  announced  we  would  jirint 
editions  on  Friday,  Saturday  and  Sun¬ 
day,”  said  Meyers.  “Now  the  decision  was 
whether  to  skip  the  washed-out  day  or  to 
go  ahead  and  print  four  editions. 

“Our  decision  was  to  go  ahead  with 
four  editions — and  it  tui'iied  out  to  be  the 
right  one.” 

The  Friday  edition  contained  12  pages 
with  about  600  advertising  with  features 
on  some  of  the  golfers  and  stories  about 
the  rain  and  what  could  be  expected  in 
the  next  few  days. 

“By  having  that  copy  in  our  hands 
Friday  morning,  we  were  able  to  add 
•■nough  in  last-minute  advertising  to  put 
out  a  16-page  paper  the  next  three  days,” 
ex|)lained  Meyers. 

“But  it  wasn’t  easy,”  he  added. 

“Thui-.sday  and  Friday,  our  women’s 
writei’,  Nancy  Tiffen,  who  knew  little 
al)out  golf,  spent  time  at  the  course  doing 
features  from  the  woman’s  standpoint — 
about  volunteer  workers,  styles,  etc. 

“Jim  Vittek,  our  sports  editor,  and  my¬ 
self  devoted  our  time  to  interviews  with 
golfers  and  on-the-spot  pictures  of  the 
action. 

‘“In  addition,  we  enlisted  two  friends 
who  work  on  metro  dailies  to  assist — and, 
in  that  way,  we  had  a  re-write  man  at 
our  office  about  two  miles  away,  in  addi¬ 
tion  to  another  on-the-spot  reporter. 

Each  day,  the  copy  would  be  set  by  11 
p.m.  Meyers  then  processed  three  to  four 
rolls  of  film  and  made  prints — with  the 
final  paste-ups  being  ready  by  around  3  to 
4  a.m. 

.■\t  7  a.m.  each  morning,  they  left  for 
the  printers,  .some  40  miles  away  in  Med¬ 
ina,  O.,  and  weie  back  at  Tanglewood  by 
11  a.m.  with  5,000  copies  of  the  paper. 

It  was  distributed  free  at  the  tourna¬ 
ment — with  stacks  of  the  papers  at  every 
refreshment  stand,  ticket  booths,  club¬ 
house,  pro-shop  and  locker  room. 

“It  was  really  gratifying  to  walk 
around  the  course  and  see  hundreds  of 
people  leaning  against  trees,  sitting  by 
the  greens  or  in  the  grandstand — all 
reading  the  Times,”  said  Meyers. 

The  final  result  was  a  profitable  edi¬ 
tion — and  the  expectation  of  increased  re¬ 
venues  over  the  coming  years  through  the 
contacts  made  and  publicity  gained. 

Meyers  said  Cleveland  area  dailies 
made  mention  of  the  special  edition — as 
did  several  radio  and  TV  stations. 

A  Professional  Golfers  Association 
official  told  him  it  was  “the  first  time  in 
15  years  on  the  pro  golf  tour  he  had  ever 
seen  anything  like  it  done.” 

Because  of  the  4th  of  July  holiday  fall¬ 
ing  in  the  middle  of  the  week,  combined 
with  the  day’s  rainout,  the  news  of  the 
final  round  of  the  Open,  which  resulted  in 
a  playoff,  was  still  fresh  for  the  regular 
Thursday  edition. 

“We  used  many  of  the  pictures  we  had 
in  the  special  editions,”  said  Meyers. 
“Which  amounted  to  about  300%  more 


coverage  than  our  competitor  had  on 
Thursday. 

And  the  competition  angle  is  very  im¬ 
portant  to  the  Times.  It’s  rather  unique 
situation. 

Chagrin  Falls,  with  a  population  of 
only  4,848,  is  in  the  middle  of  an  affluent, 
high-class  suburban  area. 

.4ny  town  with  under-5000  population 
that  can  boast  of  two  weekly  papers  is 
unusual.  But  in  this  case,  it’s  even  more 
so  since  Meyers  was  the  editor  of  the 
competing  paper  for  seven  years  before 
starting  out  on  his  own. 

“We  merged  with  a  chain  two  years 
ago,”  said  Meyer.s.  “.4nd  I  didn’t  feel  that 
my  philsophy  of  a  local  paper  agreed 
with  theirs.” 

So,  he  resigned  last  August  and  the 
first  issue  of  the  Times  appeared  on  Sept. 
23,  1971.  It’s  a  corporation  with  30  stock¬ 
holders — all  local  residents. 

Since  then,  it’s  grown  to  a  paid  circula¬ 
tion  of  more  than  4,000  with  an  average 
of  32  tabloid  pages  weekly. 

“We’re  pretty  sure  we  have  nearly  as 
much  circulation  as  our  competitor  in  the 
market  area  we’re  trying  to  serve,”  said 
Meyers. 

Luck  nationul  ads 

“And  we  know  we’re  out.selling  them 
nearly  3-1  in  the  local  market.  They  have 
a  lot  of  national  advertising  secured 
through  the  chain  that  we  have  little 
chance  for,”  explained  Meyers. 

To  compound  the  competitive  situation, 
the  Chagrin  Falls  area  is  also  served  by 
a  shopper  that  goes  to  every  home  and  a 
daily  paper  in  an  adjoining  county  that 
circulates  in  Chagrin. 

Meyer’s  staff  includes  himself  and  four 
full-time  employees  and  about  10  part- 
time  stringers  and  correspondents. 

Meyers  has  been  in  the  suburban  news¬ 
paper  business  since  1958.

Newspaper  earnings  up  —  Reports  of 
Knight  Newspapers  record  quarterly 
earnings  and  Gannett’s  22 9^^  gain  in  oper¬ 
ating  revenues  for  the  past  six  months 
are  followed  this  week  by  earning  in¬ 
creases  from  other  groups. 

Washington  Post  Co.  profits  rose  53% 
for  the  six-month  period  ending  July  2. 
Net  income  was  $4.78  million  compared  to 
$3.12  million  and  were  reflected  in  per 
shai'e  earnings  for  the  six-month  period 
of  $1  against  76  cents  last  year. 

Quarterly  earnings  were  84  cents  a 
share  compared  to  65,  with  operating  re¬ 
venues  up  $57.69  million  from  $51.46  mil¬ 
lion. 

New  York  Times  reported  a  22%  gain 
in  net  income  for  the  quarter  of  $2.8  mil¬ 
lion  or  24^  a  share,  up  from  $2.3  million 
or  20c  a  share.  Revenues  rose  to  $82.4 
million  from  $74.5  million. 

Ridder  Publications  Inc.  reported  an 
18%  increase  in  second  quarter  earnings 
over  last  year.  Net  earnings  were  $3.6 
million,  or  40  cents  a  share,  on  revenues 
of  $36.5  million.  A  year  ago,  net  earnings 
were  $3.1  million  or  34  cents  a  share,  on 
revenues  of  $33.4  million.  For  the  six- 
month  period  earnings  increased  17%r. 

Increased  volume  and  some  price  raises 
accounted  for  the  higher  earnings,  the 
company  said,  adding  that  deferral  of  ad¬ 
ditional  price  increases  due  to  Price  Com¬ 
mission  regulations  may  limit  earnings  in 
the  second  half. 

Media  General  Inc.  announced  net  income 
for  the  quarter  of  $1.8  million,  and  $3.4 
million  for  the  half,  against  $2.2  million 
for  the  quai'ter  in  1971  and  $3.2  million 
for  the  half.  Earnings  per  shai'e  for  the 
quarter  were  57C  down  from  62c. 

Lee  Enterprises  of  Davenport,  Iowa 
shows  record  gains  for  the  third  quarter 
and  nine  months  of  the  fiscal  year.  David 
K.  Gottlieb,  president,  reported  a  gain  of 
19%  in  net  income  for  the  three  months 
ended  June  30  from  $930,000  to  $1.1  mil¬ 
lion  and  per  share  earnings  from  32  to  33 
cents.  For  the  nine-month  period,  they 
were  95  cents  compared  with  88  cents. 

ComC«rp,  Cleveland-based  publishers  of 
Sun  Newspapers  reported  pre-tax  earn¬ 
ings  for  the  six-month  period  ending  June 

30  were  $223,000  as  compared  to  $25,000  a 
year  ago.  Net  income  was  $106,000,  or  15 
cents  a  share,  contrasted  with  $25,000  or 
three  cents  a  share.  For  the  12-month 
period,  earnings  were  $470,000  against 
$112,000  and  net  income  was  $214,000  or 

31  cents  a  share  compared  to  $128,000  or 
18  cents  a  share. 

Post  Corp.  of  Appleton,  Wise.,  a  diver¬ 
sified  firm  with  media  and  insurance  in¬ 
terests,  reported  a  gain  in  earnings,  to 
$701,000  from  $553,000,  through  per  share 
earnings  remained  at  74  cents.  Net  re¬ 
venues  were  $8.2  million  compared  with 
$6.4  million  for  the  first  half.  Newspaper 
profits  were  up  and  included  a  full  quar¬ 
ter  of  earnings  from  Transcript  Newspa¬ 
pers,  a  group  of  eight  weeklies  and  semi¬ 
weeklies  in  the  Boston  suburbs.  Despite 
economic  pressures  in  the  broadcast  divi¬ 
sion,  earnings  were  up  26%,  David  L. 
Nelson,  executive  vicepresident,  said.  Sec¬ 
ond  quarter  earnings  in  the  company’s 


insurance  section,  All-Star  Insurance 
Corp.,  were  up  68%,  and  4%>  for  the  year. 

Time  Inc.  reported  earnings  increases 
of  10%  for  the  quarter  and  the  first  half 
of  1972  with  income  rising  to  $9.1  million 
from  $8.2  million  and  per  share  earnings 
to  $1.26  from  $.14  for  the  second  quarter. 
Chairman  Andrew  Heiskell  said,  “The 
gains  this  quarter  were  achieved  primari¬ 
ly  by  our  magazines,  most  notably  by 
Life.”

adjudication”  to  determine  if  any  infringe 
on  cxistiiiR  patents.  The  ANPA  suRfrested 
that  newspai)ers,  in  order  to  protect  them¬ 
selves,  have  their  own  lawyer  write 
ajrreements  stipulating:  that  the  suiiplier 
will  pay  all  lepal  and  damage  fees  result¬ 
ing  from  an  infringement  suit.  The 
ANPA  said  that  at  least  one  manufactur¬ 
er  already  has  such  a  hold-harmless 
agreement  in  its  contracts.

Such  a  pei'son  is  Walter  Enderley,  news¬ 
print  and  collating  foreman  for  \ewsdny. 
There  was  a  problem  connected  with  in¬ 
sertion  of  Newsday’s  Sunday  TV  book  in 
the  color  comics  section  along  with  LI 
Magazine.  The  TV  book,  because  of  its 
smaller  size  and  slick  stock,  was  occasion¬ 
ally  slipping  out  of  the  color  section  be¬ 
fore  reaching  readers.  Enderley  solved 
the  problem  by  attaching  a  reciprocating 
arm,  geared  to  the  speed  of  the  collator, 
to  the  collator  handling  the  TV  section. 
To  the  end  of  the  arm  he  affixed  a  sponge 
rubber  head  from  a  59  cent  bottle  of  shoe 
polish  and  a  rubber  tube  from  the  applica¬ 
tor  to  a  can  of  glue  on  top  of  the  collator. 
This  device  places  a  small  dab  of  glue  on 
the  center  of  the  insert’s  bound  edge.  Once 
inserted,  and  pressed  down,  the  book  stays 
just  firm  enough  to  keep  from  slipping  out 


but  not  so  firm  that  either  the  cover  of  the 
book  01-  the  comics  page  is  damaged  when 
the  TV  book  is  removed.

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Max  Bell,  59,  dies; 
Canadian  publisher 

George  Maxwell  Bell,  59,  one  of  the 
most  successful  newspaper  owners  in 
Canadian  history,  an  internationally- 
known  horse  breeder  and  racer,  and  a 
millionaire  many  times  over,  died  (July 
19)  in  Montreal. 

Bell  was  chairman  of  the  board  of  FP 
Publications  Ltd.,  publisher  of  the  Cal¬ 
gary  Albertan,  president  of  Sun  Publish¬ 
ing  Co.  Ltd.  and  a  director  of  CP  Rail. 

A  free-wheeling  dealer  whose  career 
became  a  saga  of  the  Canadian  West,  he 
began  it  with  a  job  on  the  family-owned 
Calgary  Albertan  at  $35  a  week. 

His  once-wealthy  father  had  owned  a 
string  of  dailies  in  the  West  but  at  his 
death  in  1935  his  last  remaining  paper, 
the  Albertan,  was  in  pawn  to  the  bankers 
for  $500,000  in  debts. 

Max  got  it  back  after  he  struck  it  rich 
in  oil  and  he  came  to  own,  or  share  in  the 
control  of,  the  Victoria  Times,  Victoria 
Colonist,  Ottawa  Jonmal,  Winnipeg  Free 
Press  and  its  prospei-ous  Weekly  Prairie 
Famer,  Lethbridge  Herald  and  Vancouver 
Sun  as  well  as  the  Albertan.  He  also  was 
the  owner  of  the  Edmonton  Bulletin  before 
it  folded  in  1951. 

In  late  1965  his  group  acquired  the 
Toronto  Globe  and  Mail. 

The  years  from  1967  on  W'ere  trou¬ 
blesome  ones  for  the  Calgary  publisher  as 
he  underwent  several  long  bouts  of  neuro¬ 
surgery  in  Montreal.  Before  his  death  he 
had  been  unconscious  and  ill  for  weeks 
and  had  undergone  several  operations.

Congress  and  the  mails 


In  the  face  of  the  confiscatory  second- 
class  rate  increases  i)roposed  by  the  U.S. 
Postal  Service,  we  have  urged  that  Con¬ 
gress  take  action  to  re-state  its  jjosition  to 
pre.serve  the  public  service  aspect  of  the 
mails  in  making  information  available  to 
the  i)eople  at  low  cost.  This  is  in  contrast 
to  the  determination  of  the  USPS  to  put 
all  classes  of  mail  on  a  profitable  basis 
regardless  of  the  questionable  cost  ac¬ 
counting  methods  used  and  the  damage 
done  to  thousands  cf  publications  now 
serving  the  American  people. 

Congress  can  now  face  the  issue  square¬ 
ly  with  bill  S.  :5T.)8  introduced  June  28  by 
Senator  (laylord  Nelson  of  Wisconsin.  He 
was  joined  by  Senators  Metcalf,  Hughes, 
Eagleton,  Humphrey,  Chiles,  Mondale, 
Church,  Cranston,  Kennedy,  Case,  McIn¬ 
tyre  and  Hatfield. 

Sen.  Nelson  wrote  E&P:  “I  think  that 
the  permanent  increase  of  127C<  for  sec¬ 
ond-class  mail  rates  I'ecently  announced 
by  the  board  of  governois  of  the  U.S. 
Postal  Service  poses  a  very  serious  threat 
to  many  newspapers,  magazines  and  im- 
jiortant  journals  of  o])inion  in  this  coun¬ 
try. 

“For  178  years  Congress  endorsed  the 
concejjt  of  low  jiostal  lates  for  printed 
l)ublications  circulated  thiough  the  mail. 

In  passing  the  Postal  Reorganization  Act 
of  l!t70,  I  do  not  think  that  Congress 
turned  its  back  on  this  historic  policy  nor 
put  aside  its  concern  foi'  the  basic  educa¬ 
tional  and  informational  services  which 
this  self-governing  nation  reciuires  and 
which  the  U.S.  mail  uniiiuely  i)rovides. 

“The  proposition  that  a  healthy  dem¬ 
ocracy  depends  upon  the  wide  distribution 
of  diveise  information  ami  opinion  by 
publications  sent  in  the  mail  is  just  as 
valid  in  1972  as  it  was  in  171)2  when 
Congress  first  put  this  principle  into 
law.” 

Senator  Xel.son’s  bill  would  make  the 
exi)ress  iirovision  “that  it  shall  be  the 
obligation  of  the  Postal  Service  to  provide 
.service  at  rates  which  encourage  and  sup¬ 
port  the  widest  iiossible  dissemination  of 
news,  opinion,  scientific,  cultural,  and  edu¬ 
cational  matter.”  It  would  pi-ohibit  the 
Postal  Service  from  imposing  any  per 
])iece  suicharge  on  second-class  matter.  It 
provides  that  the  fiist  2.')0,000  copies  of 
each  issue  of  a  publication  mailed  under 
second-class  rates  be  charged  the  rate 
that  existed  on  June  1  of  this  year  and 
that  any  revenue  lost  to  the  Postal  Ser¬ 
vice  by  this  rate  be  assumed  by  Congres¬ 
sional  appropriations. 

When  introducing  his  bill.  Sen.  Nelson 
stated : 

“In  Senate  Report  No.  91-912,  which 
accompanied  the  Senate  version  of  the 
reorganization  bill  on  June  ?>,  1970,  the 
Senate  Post  Office  and  Civil  Service  Com¬ 
mittee  reported  the  bill  ‘with  the  reminder 
to  present  and  future  postal  managers 
that  the  system  will  work  only  if  the  pul>- 
lic  interest  is  kept  as  the  paramount  cri¬ 
terion  in  every  decision  made.’ 

“In  emphasizing  the  public  service  fac¬ 
tor  of  the  mails,  the  committee  added  this 


further  admonition: 

“The  committee  recommends  the  enact¬ 
ment  of  a  new  statement  of  postal  jiolicy 
as  the  basic  and  fundamental  charter  of 
the  Postal  Service: 

“That  the  Postal  Service  is  in  fact  and 
shall  be  operated  as  a  service  to  the 
American  people,  not  as  a  business  enter¬ 
prise,  designed  to  provide  excellent  postal 
services. 

“Earlier  in  the  report  the  committee 
stated  that  the  intention  of  Congress 
should  be  clearly  expres.<ed  and  the  Postal 
Service  should:  ‘Follow,  quite  literally, 
the  policy  section  of  the  bill  which  begins — 

“  ‘The  U.S.  Postal  Service  shall  be  oper¬ 
ated  as  a  basic  and  fundamental  service 
provided  by  the  government  of  the  United 
States,  authorized  by  the  Constitution, 
created  by  Act  of  Congress,  and  supported 
by  the  ])eople.’ 

“In  section  101(a)  of  the  Postal  Reor¬ 
ganization  Act  as  it  became  law,  the  ex¬ 
press  declaration  of  congressional  intent 
as  stated  in  the  Senate  report  was  in¬ 
cluded  verbatim  and  was  immediately  fol¬ 
lowed  by  this  further  statement  of  con- 
gi’essional  ])olicy: 

“  ‘The  Postal  Service  shall  have  as  its 
basic  function  the  obligation  to  provide 
l>ostal  service  to  bind  the  nation  together 
through  the  i)ersonal,  educational,  literary 
and  business  correspondence  of  the  peo¬ 
ple.’  ” 

“Sen.  Nelson  added: 

“I  do  not  think  that  blind  allegiance  to 
economic  tallysheets  is  a  ‘service  to  the 
American  people.’  Easy  access  to  relevant 
information  and  ideas  is  not  increased  by 
decreasing  the  number  of  publications 
that  perform  this  service. 

“If  first-class  mail  is  made  uji  of  those 
communications  which  each  individual  cit¬ 
izen  wishes  to  send,  then  second-class  mail 
comprised  those  informative  publications 
which  each  citizen  has  asked  to  receive  .  . 

“The  strangulation  of  news  and  opinion 
through  a  single-minded  concern  for 
l)ostal  revenue  is  appalling.” 

With  that  we  agree.

Canton  Repository 
back  in  business 

The  Canton  (O.)  Repository,  a  Thom- 
son-Brush-Moore  newspai)er  that  suspend¬ 
ed  publication  February  19  when  members 
of  the  Newspaper  Guild  went  on  strike, 
resumed  publishing  with  a  64-page  issue 
Thursday  (July  27). 

Michael  W.  Johnston,  who  became  pub¬ 
lisher  of  the  Repository  three  days  before 
tbe  walkout,  said  a  new  two-year  contract 
with  the  Guild  contains  general  increases 
of  from  $25  to  $32.50  a  week  and  boosts 
the  top  minimum  scale  to  $200  this  year 
and  $215  next  year.  The  agi'eement  is 
retroactive  to  June. 

During  the  strike,  the  first  in  the  pa¬ 
per’s  156-ycar  history,  the  Rei)ository 
published  a  shopper  that  went  to  72,000 
homes  l)y  mail.  The  Repository  had  a  cir¬ 
culation  of  74,000  and  employed  350  peo- 
])le.  .A  delta rtmental  reorganization  is  un¬ 
der  way,  Johnston  said.  He  was  publisher 
of  the  Enreka  (Calif.)  Times  Standard 
and  Oxnard  (Calif.)  Press  Courier  before 
moving  to  Canton.

UCLA  to  phase  out 
graduate  J-program 

The  University  of  Califoinia  at  Los 
Angeles  will  jthase  out  its  graduate  pro¬ 
gram  in  Journalism  in  the  1972-73  acade¬ 
mic  year.  Plans  for  starting  a  new  profes¬ 
sional  school  also  have  been  cancelled. 

The  university’s  executive  vicechancel¬ 
lor,  David  S.  Saxon,  said,  “We  can’t  afford 
to  put  any  resources  into  a  new  itrogram 
in  Journalism.  We  don’t  have  the  re.«our- 
ces  and  we  have  seen  no  evidence  of  inter¬ 
est  in  supporting  the  school  on  the  part  of 
the  Los  Angeles  media.” 

Saxon  said  the  60  students  who  have 
signed  up  for  the  one-year  master’s  de¬ 
gree  i)rogram  will  be  permitted  to  com¬ 
plete  theii-  work  and  that  jobs  in  other 
departments  will  be  found  for  Walter 
Wilcox,  chairman  of  the  Journalism  de¬ 
partment,  and  James  H.  Howard,  lectur¬ 


er.

Two  months  after  the  announcement  of  The  Cleveland 

PressTIP - (Turn  In  a  Pusher) - anti-drug  campaign, 

14  persons  were  arrested  and  $20,000  worth  of  drugs  was 
seized  in  two  separate  raids. 

The  unique  campaign  to  rid  Cleveland  of  dope  peddlers 
was  launched  by  The  Press,  an  afternoon  Scripps-Howard 
newspaper,  on  May  8. 

How  TIP  works: 

•  Persons  with  drug  information  relay  tips  anony¬ 
mously  by  calling  a  special  phone  number  or  sending 
a  letter  to  a  TIP  box  office  number. 

•  Investigative  leads  are  given  the  county  prosecutor. 

•  If  arrests  and  convictions  result,  a  special 
committee  will  decide  on  the  amount  of  the  reward  up 
to  $2000. 

The  core  of  the  campaign  is  a  series  of  full-page  ads 
detailing  the  evils  perpetrated  by  sellers  of  narcotics  and 
illustrating  the  critical  need  to  halt  drug  traffic  and  addic¬ 
tion.  Many  firms  and  groups  have  become  ad  sponsors. 

The  day  after  TIP  was  announced,  100  members  of  the 
Greater  Cleveland  Chapter  of  the  Society  of  Ex-Special 
Agents  of  the  FBI  joined  the  drive  as  telephone  workers 
and  investigators.  The  Cleveland  Police  Department  and 
the  Office  of  Drug  Abuse-Law  Enforcement  have  also 
endorsed  the  campaign. 

More  than  1000  calls  and  letters  were  received  in  the 
first  60  days. 
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
